WASHINGTON, Feb. 18—A 
7 per cent across-the-board rail- | 
road freight increase is being | 
rushed through the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and is 
scheduled to become effective 
next Sunday unless the ICC | 
blocks it. 

Although consumers will be 
affected by the outcome, the 
case has almost completely | 
escaped public notice in the | 
controversy over the natural gas 
bill, which President Eisen- 
hower vetoed yesterday. 

Railroads of the country say 
they need the higher rates to 
cover increased costs. They told | 
the ICC they would lose more. 
than $1,500,000 for every day’s 
delay before the new rates go 
into effect. 

TVA Among Opponents. 

Opponents of the rate in-. 
crease—mainly the Tennessee 
Valley. Authority, the coal in- 
dustry and certain private power 
companies—complain that the 
case is being handled with such 
haste that they have too little 
time to fight it and the ICC has 
too little time to consider the 
facts fully before handing down 
a ruling. 

They also contend that the 
railroads do not need the higher 
rates. 

Records on file at the ICC 
show that the agency has acted 
with unprecedented speed, sus- 
pending its usual procedure for 
such cases, 

At tbe railroads’ request, the 
ICC dropped its usual practice 
of holding regional hearings at 
various cities around the coun- 
try to learn shippers’ views and 
consider their requests for rate 
relief. 

Also at the railroads’ sugges- 
tion, the agency refused to hear 
direct oral testimony from op- 
ponents. Instead, it accepted 
only “verified statements’— 
affidavits. 

Commission records show 
that Fred Carpi, a Pennsylvania 
Railroad vice president, and 
other railroad representatives 
called informally at the ICC last 
Dec. 22 and outlined their plan 
for a procedure that would “re- 
duce delay to a minimum.” 

Two Objections Raised. 

The next day, acting ICC 
Chairman J. M. Johnson wrote 
to Carpi and raised two objec- 
tions. He said the proposed 
time schedule, which called for 
an effective date of Feb. 9, was 

“clearly inadequate” and that 
the commission might have to 
permit cross-examination. Oth- 
erwise, he said, he saw no legal 
barrier to the plan. 

The railroads filed a 38-page 
printed “statement in justifica- 
tion” for the rate hike Dec. 30, 
together with an _ inch-thick 
sheaf of mimeographed pro 
posed tariff changes. 

On Jan. 4, the ICC issued its 
special rules of procedure for 
the case, refusing to hear di- 
rect oral testimony and drop- 
ping the regional hearings it 
had required in all four of the 
other rate cases since World 
War Il. 

Hearings in Washington last 
week were confined to cross- 
examination of railroad wit- 
nesses by lawyers for various 
opponents. But opponents com- 
plained that affidavits by some 
shippers filed in support of the | 
higher rates were not yet avail- | 
able for inspection and thus 
could not be questioned at the 
hearings. The commission de- | 
nied a TVA motion for a week's 
postponement. 

Final arguments are sched- 
uled for Monday. 

Based on Computations. 

The railroads’ case for’ the 
rate hike rested chiefly on com- 
putations by Graham E, Getty | 
a statistician employed by the 
Association of American Rail- 
roads. He applied pay raises 
and increases in costs of fuel, 
materials and supplies to reach | 
the conclusion that total rail- 
road costs in 1956 would be 
$591,000,000 higher than in the 
12 months which ended last 
Sept. 30. 

The railroads estimate the 
higher rates will bring in $581,- 
000,000 a year in additional 
revenue.

would be capable of reliably | 
defending the interests. of our 
people so that no provecation 
by an enemy could surprise 
us 

‘Great Friendly Family.’ 

Zhukov described the Soviet 
military forces and the forces 
of satellites as “a great fra- 
ternal and friendly family” of 
military men who will’ fight 
“without sparing their lives in 
the interests of the people.” 

The Soviet marshal, who de- 
veloped a personal friendship 
with President Eisenhower 
when they were commanders 
of the forces that overran Ger- | 
many, said any future war 
would be on a large scale. The 
Soviet Union, he said, is now | 
able to wreck any plans of the 
West to confine hostilities to 
the continent of Europe.

VALLETTA, Malta, Feb. 18 
(UP) — A chartered British 
troop-carrying plane en route 
from Egypt to England crashed 
and burned on take-off here to- 
day, killing all 50 persons 
aboard. 

The four-engined Avro York 
airliner was loaded to capacity 
when it stalled and plunged to 
earth with 45 service men re- 
turning from Suez and a crew of 
five, including a _ stewardess. 
Early reports said 51 were 
killed, but a radio officer be- 
lieved to have been in the crew 
arrived safe in England on an- 
other plane. 

It was the second worst dis- 


aster in the history of British | 


aviation, and its most costly 
military air crash. The only 
British air toll to exceed it 
came in the crash of an Avro 
Tudor with 83 aboard at Llan- 
dow, Wales, in 1950. 

Plane Splintered. 

The plane crashed into a field 
shortly after it took off from 
Malta’s Luga airfield around 1 
p.m. The impact splintered the 


aircraft into a pile of smolder- | 


ing metal.

troop carriers. The precaution 
was credited with saving the 
lives of 45 troops in a plane 
that crashed and burned 18 
months ago. The impact of

Salvage crews bounced across 
rough terrain in trucks and 
jeeps. They were unable to ap- 
proach the wreckage at first 
because of exploding fuel tanks.

At nightfall, sheet-shrouded 
bodies lay in the grass around 
the smoking debris. The ground 
was littered with chocolate bars, 
cigarettes, photographs, maga- 
zines and soldiers’ paybooks.

IN °55 THAN IN ’54 BOY DS BU GET SUBWAY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (UP) 
~The Census Bureau reported 
today that more Americans held 
full- and part-time jobs in 1955 
than in any other year. The 
total was estimated at 75,300,- 
000, or 3,500,000 more than in 
1954, 


The year-to-year increase was 
the greatest on record since 


| World War II and contrasted 


with a rise of about 1,000,000 
from 1953 to 1954. 

Of the 3,500,000 increase in 
the number of workers who ac- 
tually were employed part or 
all of 1955, about two thirds 
were women. 

This brought the number of 
women who worked during 1955 
to the record high of 27,700.- 
000, compared with 25,500,000 
the year before Men who 
worked during last vear totaled 
47,600,000, also a record, 
against 46,300,000 in 1954. 

The bureau found that 47,- 
500,000 persons, about 63 per 
cent of the total who worked, 
had jobs which lasted 50 weeks 
or more, with paid vacations 
and sick leave. That number 
in 1954 was 43,800,000, or 61 
per cent.

The embargo on Mideast 
arms shipments was proclaimed 
early Friday morning after the 
imminent dispatch of tanks to 
Saudi Arabia had stirred up a 
furor of criticism from Israel 
and Democratic Senators.

Favors Appropriation for 
Planning Here for Next 
Fiscal Year.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 — 
Senator Stuart Symington 


(Dem.), Missouri, said today he 
would urge appropriation of 
$600,000 for flood control plan- 
ning for St. Louis for the next 
fiscal year. 

His statement followed the 
disclosure that the Army Corps 
of Engineers now estimates it 
could use up to $550,000 for 
advance engineering and design 
of the $130,987,000 flood pro- 
tection project. 

Budget requests by President 
Eisenhower for $5,360,000 for 
all such projects in the United 
States include only $101,000 
for the works in St. Louis. The 
corps said last fall it could 
use $600,000 in the next fiscal 
rear. 

“The magnitude and impor- 
tance of the flood protection 
work necessary in St. Louis is 
so great,” Symington said, 
“that it would be far better 
to have $50,000 more for plan- 
ning in fiscal 1957 than the 
engineers can use, than to come 
up $50,000 short.” 

Symington quoted Maj. Gen 
E. C. Itschner, assistant chief 
of engineers for civil works, 
as saying that “a normal sched- 
ule would contemplate comple- 
tion. of this planning in fiscal 
year 1958, with initiation of 
construction in fiscal year 1959, 
assuming funds are appropriat- 
ed as required.” 

Significance of the new Corps 
of Engineers estimate is that 
it would justify congressional 
action to provide additional 
funds for the project. Gen. 
Itschner has said that the corps 
does not intend to initiate a 
move to increase the St. Louis 
allotment.

Frondizi and His Party. 

Frondizi, who is looked upon by oiticial 
United States representatives as a danger- 
ous and hostile force, is an interesting 
man.

His friends 
affectionately refer to him as “Machia- 
velli.”’ 

The Radical Party is not at all what 
an American might suppose. The name 
means that it is a party founded upon 
definitive philosophical principles, not 
that it was a party in any modern sense 
left-wing. It was founded around the turn 
of the century by a middle class move- 
ment of fairly conservative citizens. All 
during the Peron regime it kept up the 
only visible, but seldom effective, opposi- 
tion to Peronism. 

It is only now that the Radical Party 
is making a real left-wing appeal, still 
behind the respectable mask of its origin. 
Frondizi is frankly attempting to enlist 
the aid of the former Peronist supporters 
in competition with the Communists, i 
is stiff competition. 

“I do not believe Argentina should sign 
any treaties which might involve her in 
future wars with any nation,” Frondizi 
told this writer. “I would like to see 
good relations with the United States as 
with all nations.

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A Few Flyspecks 


Former President Truman writes in his mem- 
oirs that Adlai E. Stevenson made a major mis- 
take as the 1952 Democratic presidential nomi- 
nee. It lay, he says, in seeming to back away 
from the Truman Administration and in appear- 
ing to accept even the Republican charge that 
there was “a mess in Washington.” The Republi- 
can “corruption” charge, says the ex-President, 
involved only “a few flyspecks on our Washing- 
ton windows.” 

What the former Illinois Governor did in the 
1952 campaign was all he could in reason do, He 
supported the sound foreign policy and major 
domestic policies of the Truman Administration 
to the full. But, as the reform executive in IIli- 
nois who cleaned up after the Dwight H. Green 
scandals, he obviously could not endorse the 
Truman Administration scandals. And they were 
scandals, whatever Mr. Truman may now sav. 

If the former President thinks these were only 
“flyspecks” let him remember that beginning in 
March, 1951, the Post-Dispatch disclosed that 
federal income tax cases involving fraud were 
“fixed” by influence wielders who worked with 
faithless officials in the Internal Revenue offices. 

That these scandals involved many cities 
among them St. Louis, New York, Boston and 
San Francisco in addition to Washington. 

That in one year 63 per cent of the income 
tax fraud cases approved for prosecution by 
heads of intelligence units throughout the nation 
were killed by the bureau's regional counsel or 
by the Justice Department. 

That a “whitewash” report was made after a 
secret investigation of the office of the then 
Collector at St. Louis, James P. Finnegan. 

That the cover-up in process was so revolting 
that Chief Judge George H. Moore of the Fed- 
eral District Court, a Democratic Administration 
appointee, called for surgery “to the bone.” 

That eight district revenue collectors resigned 
under fire or were dismissed and that one of 
them, Finnegan, was indicted, tried, convicted of 
misconduct in office, fined $10,000 and sentenced 
to two years in prison. 

That close to 400 Internal Revenue officials 
or employes were either fired or forced to resign 
by the Truman Administration itself 

That among those who resigned were Charlies 
A. Oliphant, chief counsel in charge of. regional 
attorneys who passed on prosecution of tax 
frauds: George J. Schoeneman, head of the bu- 
reau, and Daniel A. Bolich, first assistant, who 
was convicted of a $160,000 tax-fix conspiracy. 

Outrageous as was this record of corruption 
of the federal tax gathering forces, the above 
recital is hardly more than a start on scandals 
of the second Truman Administration. For if the 
former President looks its over he will also find: 

That William M. Boyle Jr., then chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee, resigned 
under fire for being on the payroll of the Amer- 
ican Lithofold Corp. whose business dealings 
were largely with the Federal Government. 

That the then Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath was dismissed under fire as was Theron 
Lamar Caudle, Attorney General in 
charge of tax prosecutions. 

That the Department of Justice under Tom 
C. Clark so limited the FBI that the latter’s in- 
vestigation of the 1946 vote stealing in Kansas 
City became a waste of time and money. 

That after the Jackson “‘ounty grand jury 
proved itself more alert to pallot corruption in 
Kansas City than the federal authorities, the 
vault was opened and the evidence stolen. 

That from that night to this day no one has 
ever found what became of the evidence. 

Harry, S. Truman can take pride in foreign 
policy decisions that he made in the White 
House. He can also take pride in many of his 
domestic policies. But he fools no one when he 
dismisses as mere “flyspecks” the scandals which 
he himself was forced to move against. 

The Truman scandals were many, ugly and a 
disservice to democracy. Nothing whatever will 
alter the facts.

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Room for Give and Take 

House Democrats have drawn up a “no com- 
promise” road tax bill to finance a 51-billion-dol- 
lar highway expansion plan. The bill’s supporters 
deserve credit for producing a pay-as-you-go road 
program, but we wonder if they are responsible 
for that “no compromise” tag. 

Most recent highway bills have contained some 
compromises of necessity. If the new measure 
progresses, it will be in part because the Eisen- 
hower Administration compromised by abandon- 
ing its plan for costly special road bonds. And 
already a House Republican has charged that the 
Democratic bill is not a compromise but an “un- 
conditional surrender” to the trucking interests 
because it applies the same level of new taxes to 
automobiles as to big trucks.

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Gov. Donnelly’s Duty 

Sound administration was ignored by Gov. 
Donnelly when he called a special session of the 
Legislature for Feb. 27 to allocate bond funds 
without recommendations on where the money 
is most needed | 

Assistant Budget Director William B. McCreg- 
or is to submit a plan for distributing the 
$75,000,000 approved by the voters on Jan. 24. 
But this, the Governor said, in no way is to be 
construed as a recommendation from him. Dis- 
tribution of the money, Gov. Donnelly insists, is 
strictly up to the legislators. 

The Governor may be under no legal obliga- 
tion to make suggestions to the special session 
as he is required by law to submit a budget to 
a regular session. But surely he is under a moral 
mandate. As head of the state’s administrative 
divisions, he must be better informed about their 
needs than are the legislators. 

Further, it is doubtful whether the voters 
would have approved this bond issue had they 
known that it would end up as a blank check 

With the utmost good will, legislators will find 
their task difficult. Many of these men will be 
under pressure from constituents to do something 
for their district. For example, the school lobby, 
perhaps less selfish than most special interest 
groups, will be very difficult to resist, On the 
other hand, the penal institutions—with no lob- 
byists and no votes—are likely to be neglected 
They usually are. Yet the prison riots of Septem- 
ber and October, 1954, were the chief reason for 
initiating this bond-supported building program 

The figures of the matter are that $75,000,000 
is available and the various departments have 
asked for $129,674,262, an excess of $54,674,262 
The Governor, his budgetary officers and his de- 
partment heads have the knowledge as to the 
relative needs. This should be passed on in the 
form of recommendations. 

By counseling the legislators, Gov. Donnelly 
might prevent both delay and the misapplication 
of funds. To do so surely is his clear duty.

Hall told Representative Hebert (Dem.), 
Louisiana, he would donate $1000 to charity 
if furnished proof Nixon said “Mr. Truman 
was a traitor, or Mr. Stevenson was a traitor, 
or if you find where he said the Democratic 
party is a party of treason.” Hall said he was 
certain Nixon never said anything of the kind 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14 (AP)—As Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon arrived here by plane from 
Washington late yesterday, he denied that 
he ever had called former President Harry 
S. Truman a “traitor,” as Truman had 
complained. 

“I did not call Mr. Truman a traitor—ab- 
solutely not,” Nixon told reporters. Nor did 
he call the Democratic party “the party of 
treason” or question the loyalty of any of 
its members, Nixon added.

One figure has not had his share of the spot- 
light in the scandal of the big oil lobby’s $2500 
and the bill to exempt natural gas from federal 
regulation, now vetoed by President Eisenhower.

Participants Make Own Plans 


The International Geophysical Year, 
as the third in a series of International 
Years, continues a tradition started by 
the First International Polar Year of 
1882-83 

The Second International Polar Year 
in 1932-33 brought new knowledge of 
radio communication and opened the 
way for many electronic advances, such 
as radar. 

Headiong progress in the earth sci 
ences made desirable another “year 
after only a quarter of a century, iIn- 
stead of the intended 50-year lapse 
Learned societies around the world, 
therefore, working through their In- 
ternational Council of Scientific Unions, 
set in motion plans for 1957-58. 

Each country will plan and execute 
its own program, under guidance of 
the co-ordinating international commit- 
tee, the Comite Special de l'Annee Geo- 
physique Internationale ‘or CSAGI) 


An announcement issued from the 
White House on July 29. 1955, re 
leased important news: The United 


States planned, as part of its participa- 
tion in the IGY, to launch into space 
during 1957 or 1958 history's first arti- 
ficial earth-circling satellite. 

The satellite will.girdle the earth 
entirely for scientific purposes. Alk na- 
tions will have full access to data 
emanating from the satellite, and gath- 
ered in observing it from the earth. 


At the Threshold of Space 


Less spectacular than the satellite 
projects, but likely to produce results 
of equal value, are plans for the use 
of sounding rockets. 

A year-long “rocket shoot” will pull 
new plums of knowledge out of the 
heavens at heights from 60 to 200 miles. 
Rocket-borne cameras and electronic 
instruments will provide “eye-witness” 
reports of conditions on the threshold 
of space. 

By reaching the outer limits of 
atmosphere interference, rockets and 
artificial satellites promise man his 
clearest view yet of the wonders—and 
mysteries—of the sun and radiation in 
space. Upper-air exploration will be 
emphasized to increase our knowledge 
of the top haif of our atmosphere. 

One unsolved puzzle, for example, 
concerns a tremendous invisible tug of 
war that goes on endlessly, high in the

cold poles, resulting from unequal heat 


ifig by the sun, represents a daily 
energy transport across the 40 degree

huge amount of power northward.

Cosmic ' Rays and Their “ecrets 


By direct photography of the moon, 
making this natural satellite of the

Since 1946 research grants by the 
National Geographic Society have sup 
ported cosmic rays studies. ,A major 


objective of the geophysical year effort 
will be to swell our knowledge of these 


little-understood impulses, spawned, it 
seems, both in the sun and in inte! 
stellar space 


Mightier far than any form of energy 
man has yet been able to release, cos- 
mic rays Spray the earth constantly, 
with occasional power bursts greater 
by multiples of millions than those 
generated by the biggest atomic ac- 
celerators. Cosmic rays may hold, lock- 
ed in the secret of their nature and 
origin, clues to new sources of power. 

Studies in oceanography will broaden 
knowledge of the deep currents in the 
sea, as a. requisite for long-range 
weather forecasting. 

Eleven governments—Argentina, Aus- 
tralia, Chile, France, Great Britain, 
Japan, New Zealand, Norway, Union 
of South Africa, the U.S.S.R., and the 
United States—have plans for bases on 
Antarctica or its offshore islands. 


From Raw Data to Law and Order 


The governments and institutions that 
supply the financial support for the 
IGY program expect and will receive 
very practical dividends in return fo! 
their contributions. They will enjoy im 
proved weather forecasts and communi- 
cation. They will benefit from greater 
knowledge of the upper air and near- 
by space environments in which air 
planes, guided missiles, satellites, and, 
eventually, space ships will travel 

In the great laboratory of the earth 
itself, man’s control of his environment 
still is feeble. He observes only the ex- 
periments which proceed before his 
eyes. By himself, the view of the sci- 
entist is limited, although his mind 
seeks to comprehend the wrole. 

Co-operative effort is the answer, for 
it provides a simultaneous view of 
events and of their development in time. 
From co-operative effort come the raw 
data from which ingenious human minds 
will sort out law and order. 

The International Geophysical Year 
assuredly will make a significant con- 
tribution to man’s unceasing search for 
clearer understanding of his environ- 
ment and to the fuller appreciation of 
its practical and spiritual values by all! 
peoples.

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Mr. Truman Vetoes Offshore Oil 
Giveaway ... More Vetoes 
Than Any Other President 
Exeept Possibly Cleveland. 
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By HARRY S. TRUMAN 
Thirty-third President of the United States. 
TWENTY-FIFTH ARTICLE, VOLUME II 

HENEVER the President of the United States 
finds it necessary to veto a major bill which 
has been approved by both Houses of the Con- 
gress, he is sure to find himself in the center of a 
bitter controversy involving large groups both inside 
and outside the Federal government. This was clearly 
demonstrated during my final year as Chief Execu- 
tive when I refused to approve legislation turning over 
the nation’s vast off-shore oil resources to the coastal 
states. The three states concerned with this legisla- 
tion were Texas, Louisiana and California off whose 

shores the principal known oil deposits existed. 

I never hesitated to veto any bill presented to me 
when I was convinced that it failed to serve the best 
interests of the majority of the people in all parts of 
the country. I found it necessary to veto more major 
bills than any other President, with the possible ex- 
ception of Grover Cleveland. 


Chief among these were the Taft-Hartley bill of 1947, im- 
posing harsh restrictions on the hard-won rights of labor; 
the Kerr bill of 1950, excusing independent gas produters 
from reasonable price-fixing supervision by the Federal 
Power Commission; the Internal Security bill of the same 
year; the McCarran-Walter bill of 1952, which would have 
established an inhumane policy toward eligible foreign per- 
sons who wished to emigrate to America; and a number of 
tax bills which, in my opinion, were unfair or unwise. 


The veto power of the President is one of the most im- 
portant instruments of his authority, even though the legis- 
lation he rejects may later be passed over his veto by the 
Congress. In the veto message, the Chief Executive has an 
opportunity to set forth clearly and in detail before the na- 
tion the policies of his administration., I always gave more 
studied attention to the messages which accompanied my 
disapproval of Congressional legislation than to any other 
White House pronouncements. 


Ownership of Off-Shore Oil Deposits. 

The question of ownership of submerged oil deposits off 
the coast of the United States has been a subject of 
troversy for many years. During my administration the 
problem became particularly acute in California, where drill- 
ing was progressing at an increasing rate after some three 
or four decades of limited operations. Extensive operations.

Long before I became President, bills and joint resolu- 
tions introduced in the 75th and 76th Congresses sought to 
put the national ownership of these deposits on record. These 
proposals were introduced by Senators Nye and Walsh, and 
by Representatives Hobbs and O'Connor, but none of them 
was enacted into law.

“Petroleum geologists believe that portions of the con- 
tinental shelf beyond the three-mile limit contain valuable 
oil deposits. The study of sub-surface structures associated 
with oil deposits which have been discovered along the Gulf 
Coast of Texas, for instance, indicates that corresponding de- 
posits may underlie the off-shore or submerged land. * * * 


“Valuable deposits of minerals other than oil may also 
be expected to be found in these submerged areas. Ore 
mines now extend under the sea from the coasts of England, 
Chile and other countries. * * * 

“The advance of technology prior to the present war 
had already made possible the exploitation of a limited 
amount of minerals from submerged lands within the three- 
mile limit. The rapid development of technical knowledge 
and equipment occasioned by the war now makes possible 
the determination of the resources of the submerged lands 
outside the three-mile limit. With the need for the dis- 
covery of additional resources of petroleum and other min- 
erals, it became advisable for the United States to make 
possible orderly development of these resources. The proc-

lamation of the President is designed to serve this purpose.” 


No Controversy at All Over ‘Tidelands.’ 


I made it clear that the Federal Government was not 
interested in the title to the tidelarnds of any coastal state. 
Tideland is that part of the land next to the sea which is 
covered and uncovered by the tides. Low tide is the boun- 
dary of the land mass of the United States. High tide cre- 
ates tidelands. About this territory there was no dispute 
at all, although the term “tidelands” was repeatedly and 
erroneously brought into the argument by opponents of the 
administratio®simply to cloud the issue, just as “socialized 
medicine” was constantly used by the opposition in an at- 
tempt to confuse the provisions of the national health in- 
surance program. 

The off-shore oil and mineral resources from low wa- 
ter-mark to the three-mile limit fall, as the Supreme Court 
has held, within the full “domination” and “power” of the 
United States Government. From the three-mile limit to the 
end of the continental shelf it is the policy of the United 
States Government, in the words of a proclamation which I 
signed on September 28, 1945, that they are “appertaining 
to the United States, subject to its jurisdiction and control.” 

o state in the Union is a free and independent entity. 
Each one is a part of the United States, and the national 
government embodies the interests of all the states. When 
the Congress gives away the interests which should benefit 
the whole country to a few states it violates its trust. The 
Congress, I felt, had no more business to give: away the 
undersea resources than it had: to give away the White 
House or the Capitol grounds to any state. 


The conflict and confusion that would arise from any 
other definition of the limit of state title to coastal areas, 


except the low-tide mark, is obvious from the conflict of 
claims even between the states themselves. Texas, for in- 
stance, claims that it is entitled to territory extending three 
Spanish leagues—about 10% miles—into the sea, on the 
grounds that the annexation statute permitted the state to 
keep the public lands of the Republic of Texas which, orig- 
inally, were measured as the Mexicans had measured them. 
Other coastal states claim the traditional three-mile limit. 
The only right rule is that all states have a claim to land 
uncovered by the tides, but not to any beyond the low tide 
mark, 


Supreme Court Upholds U.S. ‘Dominant Rights.’ 


It was obvious to me that this confusion needed to be 
resolved by the highest court in the lands Certain coastal 
states were authorizing the withdrawal of oil from the new- 
ly discovered deposits of the continental shelf which, in my 
opinion, was not theirs to dispose of. I therefore instructed 
the Attorney General, in 1945, to bring suit in the United 
States District Court for the Southern District of California 
against Pacific Western Oil Corporation in order to force 
a test case and, thereby, a settlement of the problem which 
now was no longer merely a matter of legal title, but of oil 
riches of immense value. 

This argument over title to an estimated fifteen billion 
barrels of oil was adjudicated for the first time in 1947. 
The United States Supreme Court held that the Federal Gov- 
ernment had “dominant right.’ This ruling in favor of the 
Federal Government was upheld on principle twice by the 
U. S. Supreme Court in 1950. 

The private oil interests, seeking to exploit these oil- 
rich areas without Federal contro! and sypervision, now con- 
centrated their pressure on the Congress. They hoped to have 
tae Congress cancel out what the Supreme Court had ruled. 
As a result there were pending in Congress, in the spring of 
1952, a Senate Joint Resolution and at least fourteen House 
Resolutions with respect to the title to submerged lands 
under the marginal sea and inland waters. The Senate meas- 
sures had been introduced by Senator McCarran, and its pur- 
me was to confirm the title of the respective states to such 
lands, and to convey the interest of the Federal Government 
in all such properties to the states themselves. The House 
resolutions were substantially similar. 

The -special interests probably never worked harder on 
any legislation than on the Senate Joint Resolution which 
reached my desk late in May of 1952. It was designed to 
make an outright gift of the off-shore resources of the coun-

“Take the problem of off-shore oil, for example. The 
minerals that lie under the sea off the coasts of this coun- 
try belong to the Federal Government—that is, to all the 
people of this country. The ownership has been affirmed and 
re-aifirmed in the Supreme Court of the United States. 
These rights may be wortn as much as somewhere between 
forty billion and 100 billion dollars. 

“If we back down on our determinatron to hold these 
rights for all the people, we will act to rob them of this 
great national asset. ‘hat is just what the oil lobby wants. 
They want us to turn the vast treasure over to a handful of 
states, where the powerful private oil interests hope to ex- 
ploit it to suit themselves. * * * 

“IT can see how the Members of Congress from Texas and 
California and Louisiana might like to have all the off-shore 
oil for their states. But I certainly can’t understand how 
Members of Congress from the other forty-five states can 
vote to give away the interest the people of their own states 
have in this tremendous asset. * ° s far as I am concerned, 
I intend to stand up and tight to protect the peoples inter- 
est in this matter.” 


Mr. Truman’s Veto Message, May 29, 1952. 


The most complete condensed history of the “tidelands” 
issue, along with an interpretation of the significant aspects 

of the legislation needed to clear up the problem, is set forth 
in the veto message of May 29, 1952. 

I said that I had concluded that I could not approve the 
joint resolution, because it would turn over to certain States, 
as a tree giit, very valuable lands and mineral resources now 
belonging to the United States as a whole—that is, to all the 
people ot the country. I explained that I did not believe such 
an action would be in the national interest, and did not see 
how any President could fail to oppose it. 


I noted that the lands and mineral resources in question 


were under the open sea otf the Pacitic, the Gulf, and the 
Atlantic coasts of our country. ontrary to what had been 
asserted, this resolution would have no effect whatever on 
the status of the lands under navigable rivers, lakes, harbors, 


o 
bays, sounds, and other navigable bodies of water that are in 
land waters. Neither would it have any eifect on the tide- 


lands. All such lands had long been held by the courts to 


belong to the States or their grantees, and this resolution 
would make no change in the situation. 
I called attention to the fact that whatever may have 


been the opinion of various people in the past, the legal con- 
troversy had resolved in the only way such legal questions 
can be resolved under our Constitution—that is by the courts, 
and in this case by the Supreme Court. 

The real question presented by this joint resolution was 
therefore this: Should the people of the country give an 
asset belonging to all of them to the States which happen to 
border on the ocean? The real purpose and sole effect of the 
resolution, I stressed, would be to give to a few States cer- 
tain undersea lands and mineral resources which belong to 
the entire nation. 

“I cannot agree”, my message continued, “that this would 
be a wise or proper way to dispose of these lands and min- 
eral resources of the United States. Instead, I thir the re- 
sources in these lands under the sea should be developed and 
used for the benefit of all the people of the country, includ- 
ing thoes who live in the coasta! States. * * * 

“If the Congress wishes to enact legislation contirming 
the States in the ownership of what is already theirs—that 
is, the lands and resources under navigable inland waters and 
the tidelands—I shall, of course, be*glad to approve it. But 
such legislation is completely unnecessary, and bears no re- 
lation whatever to the question of what sh 
lands which the States do not now own—that 
under the open sea.”

Suggestion for Reasonable Solution. 

I wished, however, to promote constructive thinking on 
the issue, and therefore went on to indicate the outlines of 
what would appear to me to be a reasonable solution. 

“First,” I pointed out, “it is of great'importance that 
the exploration of the submerged lands—both in the mar- 
ginal sea belt and the rest of the Continental shelf—tfor oil 
and gas fields should go ahead rapidly, and any fields dis- 
covered should be developed in an orderly fashion which will 


provide adequate recognition for the needs of national 
defense.”

“I urged the Congress to enact, in place of ‘the resolution 
before me, legislation which will. provide for renewed ex- 
ploration and prudent development of the oil and gas fields 
under the open sea, on a’ basis that will adequately protect 
the rational defense interests of the Nation.’ 

My second point was that the Congress should provide 
for the disposition of the revenues obtained from oil and gas 
leases on the undersea lands. A resolution introduced by 
Senators O’Mahoney and Anderson would have granted the 
adjacent coastal states 37'4 percent of the revenues from 
submerged lands of the marginal sea. I said I would have 
no Objection to such a provision, which was similar to exist- 
ing provisions under which the states receive 37'4 percent 
of the revenues from the Federal Government's oil-producing 
public lands within their borders. 

I noted also that there was another suggestion, which 
had been offered by Senator Hill on behalf of himself and 
eighteen other Senators. This was that the revenues from 
the undersea lands, other than the portion to be paid to the 
adjacent coastal states under the O’Mahoney-Anderson reso- 
lution, should be used to aid education throughout the nation. 

“When you consider,” I wrote, “how mttch good such a 
provision would do for school children throughout the na- 
tion, it gives particular emphasis to the necessity for pre- 
Serving these great assets for the benefit of all the people 
of the country rather than giving them to a few of the states.” 

I cowcluded that the resolution before me failed to serve 
the best interests of the nation. It made a free gift of im- 
mensely valuable resources, which belonged to the entire 
nation, to the states which happened to be located nearest 
to them. I could find neither wisdom nor necessity in such 
a course, and I therefore felt compelled to return the joint 
resolution without my approval. 


Offshore Oil Lands Put in Naval Reserve 


I continued to fight against the efforts of the oil inter- 
ests to influence legislation which would give them the off- 
shore wealth they hoped to get through this Senate Joint 
Resolution. Later in the year, the incoming Republican Ad- 
ministration was promising support of the states in their 
claim to these national resources, but I never changed my 
conviction that these resources were the property .of all the 
people, and just four days before I left the White House, 
I issued an executive order setting aside the submerged lands 
of the continental! shelf as a naval petroleum reserve, to be 
administered by the Secretary of the Navy. The objective 
was to conserve and utilize the great oil and gas deposit in 
these lands in order to promote the national security. 

The tremendous importance of oil to the government 
is difficult.to overestimate. Statistics compiled for the year 
1952 showed that the domestic consumption of petroleum 
products in the United States averaged about 7.3 million 
barrels per day. A large part of that daily consumption was 
attributable to agencies of the Federal Government, particu- 
larly the three military departments of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force.

MONG the animals life

After studying the many

HE author of this engag- 
T piece of autobiogra- 

phy needs more of an in- 
troduction to a Middle West- 
ern audience than he does 
east of the Hudson. Orville 
Prescott is the daily book 
review columnist of The New 
York Times. He writes four 
book reviews*a week—which 
alone makes him a person 
worthy of considerable re- 
spect. 

The odd title he has given 
his book also requires ex- 
planation. People with Or- 
ville’s inordinate capacity for 
absorbing books are obvious- 
ly born, not made: and his 
literary career began at the 
mature age of 6. when his 
grandmother, little knowing 
what she was doing, offered 
him a $5 gold piece if he 
would learn to read—which 
he promptly did. That, he 
Says, was the turning point of 
his life. Most of the rest of 
us meet our turning points 
much later in life.. 

This book, however, con- 
cerns itself but little with 
book reviewing. It is about 
Orville Prescott himself, and 
as such it is a very interest- 
ing document. For it reveals 
a personality quite different 
from the kind usually en- 
countered in the novels which 
he reviews. 

a a. * 

RESCOTT came from a 
P rnoderatei well-to-do 

family in Cleveland. His 
schooling was somewhat ir- 
regular and definitely one- 
sided in its concentration on 
reading to the neglect of al- 
most everything else. But 
he managed to graduate 
“cum laude” from Williams. 
He began his journalistic ca- 
reer in New York at the be- 
ginning of the Great Depres- 
sion and then had the kind 
of painful experiences that 
were the lot of many people 
in that time of insecurity and 
want. But Orville came 
through them without any 
real danger of shipwreck, and 
in 1942 he began writing for 
The Times. 

That is his life story in the 
smallest possible capsule 
form. But not even Prescott 
himself would claim that it 
was particularly exciting or 
even of unusual interest. His 
sub-title points to his purpose 
in writing the book. “The de- 
velopment of a point of view” 
focuses attention on the man 


> himself. , 
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It is the point of view of a 
man who seems about as nor- 
mal, wholesome, balanced a 
person as one could hope to 
meet anvwhere. No neuroses, 


no conflicts, no pyschic dis- 
turbances anywhere in his 
make-up. What a relief to 


meet such a person! That at 
least is how his candid self- 
portraiture impresses this re- 
viewer. 

One can certainly scarcely 
improve upon what he says 
was his usual reaction to pub- 
lic events during this period: 
“skeptical pessimism  tem- 
pered by hope and by al- 
legiance to the cause of in- 
dividual freedom.” Though a 
literary man he took the 
trouble to study and under- 
stand the workings of the 
American political system 
and reach a firm belief in 
democracy. He thus became 
a liberal with a strong blend 
of conservatism. He detested 
both Fascism and Communism 
as soon as they appeared upon 
the scene, and never shared 
the delusions of some of his 
fellow intellectuals about 
Communism: he knew it to be 
a cruel fraud from the first.

humor and good will, who 
accepts life as it comes, meet- 
ing its crises without com- 
plaints or complacency, but 
with a cheerful determina- 
tion to overcome them. And 
his view of his own life is 
that it has been rich in all 
the things that matter.

He has become famous as 
the champion of “the more 
adequate award,” and it is 
largely because of him that 
awards in injury cases in re- 
cent years have risen aston- 
ishingly—and they are still 
rising, because Belli finds it 
hard to conceive of a verdict 
that is wholly adequate. He 
is a Native Son, his headquar- 
ters are in San Francisco, and 
Mr. Wallace, author of this 
excellent study, makes him 
out as just about the bright- 
est boy in the class. 


Belli, like most of the great 
California lawyers, has many 
personal eceentricities. He 
howls in his sleep, like a 
lonesome wolf. He is a dude, 
and wears fancy cuff links 
bearing the figure of Robin 
Hood. He eats benzedrene 
tablets by the handful and 
cures hangovers with steam 
baths.

Overriding ‘all of these is a.

Government recommended it be 
put aside from recent negotia- 
tions because it could not be 
solved now. 

But even with that issue out 
of the picture the deadlock con- 
tinued. It was so solid that the 
Federal Mediation Service final- 
ly quit the case, then this week 
reversed itself and asked that 
mediation efforts resume in 
Washington next Monday. 

The dispute over the time 
study rose last August at the 
East Pittsburgh plant. An ef- 
ficiency expert, checking main- 
tenance workers, clicked a stop 
watch. He was measuring how 
long it took a worker to do a 
certain job. 

A brief strike followed, the 
union disputing the company’s 
right to measure work done by 
men drawing straight hourly 
pay. But the union went back 
to work, and put time studies on 
the negotiating agenda. 

What a Time Study Is. 


What is a time study? 

Suppose a man was washing 
big three-story windows, and it 
took him one and a half hours 
to move his equipment to the 
window, do the washing job 
and get ready to move on to 
the next one. 

The stop watch computes that 
at 90 minutes. A window wash- 
er working an eight-hour day 
minus 30 minutes for lunch 
puts in 450 minutes. If 90 min- 
utes were accepted as_ the 
standard for that job, the com- 
pany then might demand that a 
worker assigned to washing 
windows complete five such 
jobs in a working day. But the 


| workman would not get any pay 
| if he washed six windows. 


To relate this to the varied 
situations within the far-flung 
Westinghouse system, suppose 
that in some plants men wash- 
ing windows are on incentive 
rates: that by working very 
hard they may do seven win- 
dows a day and earn bonus pay. 

At other plants the foreman’s 
standard for a day worker may 
be only four windows. But the 
man who does seven gets no 
bonus because he’s on a flat 
hourly rate. If a time study 
shows that the goal should be 
five windows, he would be ex- 
pected to do that many. 

This is an oversimplification 
of the problem, of course, but 
shows the general way a time 
study operates. 

Higher Base Pay, No Bonus. 


Robert Nellis, chairman of 
the IUE’s Westinghouse conier- 
ence board, says the company 
recently asked the local unit at 
Metuchen, N.J., to accept a gen- 
eral wage increase and put all 
employes on daywork rates.

Have a Field Day. 

HE office referee was 
T frothing at the mouth. 

Since television he has be- 
come a self-styled, proficient 
fight official, setting himself 
above men who have been 
judging bouts for 25 or more 
years. 

“How in the world did that 
judge ever get so far off the 
track as to score six rounds 
rounds for Gil Turner, three 
for Gene Fullmer and one 
even?” he asked in high 
dudgeon. He was referring, 
of course, to the Turner-Full- 
mer bout at Madison Square 
Garden telecast by KSD-TV. 
Fullmer was awarded a split 
decision, the referee voting 
for him 5-3-2 and one judge 
voting 5 rounds for each but 
Ziving Fullmer a one-point 
edge, six points to five. The 
other judge called it 6-3-1 
for Turner. 

Watching the fight on TV, 
you could sense that there 
would be a hullabaloo over 
he decision, no matter which 
way it went, It was a close, 
hard-fought fight, the kind 
which will be seen different- 
ly by almost any two spec- 
tators, or officials, for that 
matter. 

To the writer it seemed 
that the fairest decision 
would have been a draw be- 
cause it seemed a shame for 
cither of the boys, who gave 
action almost every step of 
the way for 10 rounds, to 
lose. 

“And how about that inde- 
fensible decision of that ref- 
eree in Chicago the other 
night who declared Eduardo 
Lausse the winner over Bob- 
by Boyd while the two judges 
saw it for Boyd decisively?” 
again asked the office referce. 

Well, Frank Sikora was the 
referee and he is looked upon 
by the Illinois Athletic Com- 
mission as one of its aces. 
To him had been entrusted 
two of the most important 
bouts held there in recent 
years—the Rocky Marciano- 
Joe Walcott bout and the Ray 
Robinson-Bobo Olson fight. 

Walcott and his manager 
made charges against Sikora 
that he had given Joe ashort 
count when the former cham- 
pion was knocked out in the 
first round,: but Sikora’s de- 
cision and his actions were 
supported by the 3-D motion 
pictures. And nobody com- 
plained of his handling of 
the middleweight title con- 
test, 

In the Boyd-Lausse con- 
test, Sikora, no doubt, took 
points away from Boyd for 
holding and hitting, for but- 
ting and other small, but il- 
legal, actions. And so at the 
finish he saw Lausse the 
winner by a small margin.

RITISH fans, too, are

They complained loudly that 
Kid Gavilan had been robbed 
when the referee, who is the 
sole judge of a bout in Eng- 
land, gave a decision over 
Gavilan to Peter Waterman.

Almost in the same breath 
Moore charges that he was 
the victim of a long count in 
his fight with Rocky Mar- 
ciano last September when 
the referee (who was Harry 
Kessler) counted to four 
while Marciano was up at 
two but groggy, after Moore 
knocked the champion down, 

“All I needed was one 
more punch” declared 
Archie. who is to box How- 

ard King in a 10-round bout 
at San Francisco tomorrow 
night. : 

And while many Ameri- 
cans think the best way to 
judge a fight.is by a referee 
alone. without judges, a

$50.000. The former owner of

Brafferton was built in 1723, not long 
after the founding of William and Mary, to serve as a 
school for Indians. But this venture was not a success be- 
cause the noble redskins realized that the arts of the white 
man were of little use for survival in the densely forested 
Virginia tidewater, and they simply refused to attend. 
By this time, however, the college needed additional room 
for its growing student body and Brafferton House has 
played its part in the life of the schoo] since Revolutionary 
War days. Spending two days in one of its great rooms 
gave us a feeling of being a part of history. 

No visit to Willlamsburg can be condensed inte a para- 
graph, but certainly one of the highlights of this one was 
being entertained at breakfast by President and Mrs. 
Chandler. And a second was being greeted by brilliant 
sunshine on our one free day after a solid week of cloudy 
weather. No one visits Williamsburg without a camera— 
and certainly we are no exception to this rule, so that it was 
a delight to have a bright day for picture taking. But 
a report of the things we did and saw will have to wait 
for another column. 


are a few fragments of bone, relics of an Indian girl who died 


there in 1680. 

Her name was Kateri Tekak- 
witha. When she was baptized 
by a Jesuit father, her name 
was changed to Catherine. She 
died when she was only 26 


years old. Her life was un- 
sensational. It was even undis- 
tinguished, save for its mani- 
fest piety. 

Yet every year almost 25,000 
people visit a little shrine 


which has been set up to her 
memory, and through the near- 
ly 300 years since she died, 
numberless cures have been re- 
ported in her name, cures 
which are usually referred to 
as miracles. 

If the Holy Congregation of 
Rites in Rome, which now has 
the case of Catherine Tekak- 
witha under _ consideration, 
should decide that at least two of 
the hundreds of “miraculous in- 


stances” attributed to her are 
genuine miracles, Catherine 
will be beatified, a necessary 


step toward canonization 

If they do so decide, the In- 
dian girl. who was known as the 
Lily of the Mohawks, will be- 
come the first person born in 
North America to achieve saint- 
hood. St. Rose, of Lima, Peru, 
has been canonized So have 
eight French priests and lay 
brothers who suffered martyr- 
dom among the North Ameri- 
can Indians, some of the same 
men, incidentally, who convert- 
ed and baptized Catheriae Tek- 
akwitha and many other Indians 
who adopted the Christian faith. 
But they had come to this coun- 
try from Europe to convert the 
Indians. No native North Amer- 
ican has been canonized, al- 
though the cases for many have 
been introduced at Rome. 

Although her life was a model 


of piety and chastity and 
seems to have fulfilled the re- 
quirement of “heroic virtue,” 


which is the primary require- 
ment for canonization, it was 
not until the moment of her 
death that Catherine seemed 
to reach the proportions of 
saintlinéss At that .moment, 
according to records written at 
the time, a transfiguration took 
place in the plain, even ugly, 
Indian girl. which seemed to 
make it clear to those who be- 
held it that here was more than 
an ordinary virtue 

Although the actual knowl- 
edge of events of her 26 years 
are scanty, more than a half 
dozen books have been written 
about Catherine, not to mention 
innumerable pamphlets and 
brief biographies. It is inter- 
esting to note that at Sacred 
Heart Church, in Valley Park, 
there are a set of huge stained 
glass windows, installed more 
than a half century ago, com- 
memorating the Jesuit martyrs, 
and one of the principal figures 
in one of the windows is Kateri 
Tekakwitha 

— -_ 

T is known that she was born 
[is 1656 in an Iroquois village 

called Ossernenon, near where 
Albany, N.Y., is today. Her 
father was an Iroquois chief and 
her mother an Algonquin, who 
had been converted to Chris- 
tianity. 

There is evidence to indicate 
that her mother had first been 
taken a prisoner by the Iroquois, 
and then become the chief's 
wife. When Catherine was four 
years old, the village was all but 
wiped out by smallpox. Her 
mother, father and a younger 
brother died, and Catherine her- 
self barely escaped death. The 
disease left her face badly 
scarred, and her eyes so weak- 
ened that she couldn't bear even 
ordinary sunlight. She had to 
go about the rest of her life 
with her blanket worn forward 
over her head to keep the sun 
out of her eyes. 


Unable to do much outside 
work, most of which was done 
by the women of the tribe, Cath- 
erine devoted herself to bead- 
work and decoration, and be- 
came very adept. She was 
adopted by an uncle, who was a 
former chief and a big man in 
the tribe. But he and the rest 
of the tribe were strongly op- 
posed to Christianity, and gave 
the Jesuit missionaries a bad 
time. 


Historians have speculated on 
how much influence Cather- 
ine’s mother could have had on 
her during the first four years 
of her life, but there is every 
indication that Catherine leaned 
toward Christianity in every- 
thing she did. When Father 
Jacques de Lamberville, while 
visiting the sick of the village 
one day, met Catherine, she told 
him that she had always wanted 
to become a Christian, and asked 
to be baptized. 


Although the missionaries

had come to convert the In- 
dians, they had learned some- 
thing about the Indian charac- 


ter When Indians asked for 
conversion, the missionaries 
made doubly certain they were 
sincere. 

According to records ieft 
by Father de Lamberville, Ka- 
teri was subjected to some six 
months’ instruction and scru- 
tiny of her life and conduct. 
On Easter Sunday, April 15, 
1676, at the age of 22, she was 
baptized and given the name 
of Catherine. 


* * . 


HE closest thing to adven- 
T ture in Catherine’s life prob- 

ably was the-day she ran 
away from home. When she was 
baptized the rest of the tribe, 
including her aunt and uncle, 
treated her with contempt. Ev- 
eryone called her “the Chris- 
tian,” as a term of disdain and 
derision 

Furthermore she had refused 
to marry, which, among Indian 
tribes, was unheard of. A young 
man had been selected for her, 
according to tribal custom, and 
he had paid a ceremonial call. 
But she still had refused to 
marry him. This flaunting of 
tribal customs only served to 
bring more abuse and humili- 
ation 

It was in 1677, a year after 
she had been baptized, that she 
made her escape. From Father 
de Lamberville and others she 
had learned of the establish- 
ment of Caughnawaga Mission 
on the St. Lawrence river, a 
haven for Indians who had ac- 
cepted the Christian faith. It 
was a trip of several hundred 
miles, however. The instrument 
of her escape was an old Indian 
named Okenratariken, whose 
name has been variously trans- 
lated as “Hot Ashes,” “Hot Cin- 
ders” and “Hot Powder.” Most 
generally he is referred to as 
Hot Ashes. 


He had been converted at 
Caughnawaga, had lived there 
for some time, and had returned 
to the Iroquois country on an 
apostolic mission accompanied 
by two young Indians, one of 
whom was related to Catherine. 

She made up her mind to go 
back with them. She talked with 
Father de Lamberville and he 
gave her his blessing. Her uncle 
was away at the time, and Cath- 
erine and the two young In- 
dians made their escape, by 
canoe, before he returned. 


When he got back the next 
day he set out in pursuit. He 
knew their path would follow 
the Mohawk river to Lake 
George, and then to Lake Cham- 
plain. Although the fugitives, 
hiding in the forest, saw him, 
he never saw them. They man- 
aged to make their escape; he 
gave up and returned to his 
village.

HEN Catherine arrived at 
W ine mission, she carried a 

letter from Father de Lam- 
berville to Father Cholonec: 


“Kateri Tekakwitha is go- 
ing to live at the mission. Let 
me, | pray, entrust her guid- 
ance to you. You will soon 
recognize wat a treasure we 
are sending you. In your 
good care, she will redound 
to the glory of God: and a 
soul which is assuredly very 
dear to Him will be saved.” 
Catherine hadn't been there 
long, before Father Chalonec 
understood the letter. Writing 
about her later, during those 

days at the mission, Father 
Cholonec himself said, “She

heart, a strong spirit and a 
courageous character, and as far 
as we were able to discover, an 
insatiable thirst for spiritual 
knawledge and a great zeal to 
put into practice all that she 
understood... . It was only a 
matter of a few weeks until 
she stood out among all the 
women and girls of the mis- 


sion, and until she had won the 
admiration of the whole vil- 
lage.” 

Writing of her on another 
occasion, Father Cholonec said: 
“Yes, that young convert, true 
Indian that she. was, was im- 
bued with the spirit of God. 
She showed forth so much 
sweetness and piety that her 


whole countenance glowed. ... 
It could not escape notice that 
her whole being was animated 
by divine inspiration.” 

Catherine went to church 
every morning at 4 o'clock, even 
in the coldest weather. She re- 
turned to the church many times 
during the day, and Sundays 
and holidays she spent gelmost 
entirely in church. 

During one period of her 
short life at the mission, Cath- 
erine indulged in various forms 
of self-inflicted suffering, as a 
form of penance. She branded 
herself with burning fagots. She 


often removed her moccasins 
and walked barefoot in the 
snow, went without food, and 


when she did give in to the en- 
treaties of others to partake of 
sagamite, a corn porridge,’ she 
punished herself by mixing 
ashes with it. She remained a 
virgin, and persuaded Father 
Cholonec to administer to her 
the vow of chastity.

ATHERINE weakened and 

(died in the winter of 1680. 

She suffered for many days, 
and died in great pain. A quar- 
ter of an hour after her death, 
Father Cholonec wrote, a great 
change took place in her. Since 
she had been four years old her 
face. had been pitted with small- 
pox scars. Her long illness and 
her mortifications had further 
disfigured her. “But within a 
few minutes after her death, 
she became, almost instantly, 
very beautiful and fair.” 

“On the death of a servant of 
God,” wrote Father Edward Le- 
Compte in his life of Catherine 
Tekakwitha, “that which first 
establishes his reputation of 
sanctity is his reputation for 
saintly conduct spread among 
the common people. In Cather- 
ine’s case, she was acclaimed a 
saint by those around her from 
the moment of her death. In 
fact, the Indians at Caughna- 
waga didn't say “Catherine is 
dead.” They said, “The Saint 
is dead.” 

But popular acclaim 
enough to make a saint. 


is not

arise, and so, little by little, the 
process of beatification and can- 
onization took on the pattern 
which it follows today. 

This popular acclaim sur- 
rounded Catherine's name from 
the moment of her death, and 
has never left her In 1715 
Father Cholonec, writing to his 
Provincial in France, said, “All 
the French people in the col- 
onies, as well as the savages 
have a great veneration for her. 
They have come from near and 
far to pray at her tomb, and 
many have been healed on the 
spot of their maladies and have 
received from heaven other ex- 
traordinary favors and marks 
of approval.” 

- . - 

HUS we find that soon after 
7 her death the reports of mi- 

raculous cures were spring- 
ing up at the grave of Catherine, 
reports which have persisted for 
nearly 300 years. In 1688, Mon- 
seiugneur de St. Vallier, 
ond bishop of Quebec, wrote: 
“Here one may see, in the per- 
son of Kateri Tekakwitha, the 
first Christian virgin the Iro- 
quois nation has given to the 
Church of Jesus Christ. God 
has permitted many wonders 
to take place at the tomb of 
this marvelous girl.” 

She was reported to have ap- 
peared in apparition to several 
persons after her death, one of 
them Father Chauchetiere, who 
served at the mission with Fa- 
ther Cholonec He was com- 
manded by Catherine to draw a 
picture of her. And although 


sec- 


‘he had no ability as an artist, 


he followed her instructions, 
and drew the only likeness of 
her in existence. 

Father Chauchetiere, writing 
some years after the death of 
Catherine, expressed himself in 
this manner: “Finally, a thing 
incredible and without prece- 
dent. occurred to serve as proof 
higher than that of man. We 
have here a certain something 
which, beginning with Cath- 
erine’s death, has lasted for 
years. Everything which she has 
touched, for example, the cruci- 
fix which she had in her hand 
when they buried her, has 
served to work cures. Even 
her coverlet, the earth around 
her tomb, the little plate from 
which she ate, have wrought 
sudden healings.” 

So many were the miracles of 
healing reported in the years 
shortly after Catherine's death, 
that they stopped listing them, 
and Father Cholonec wrote: “It 
would take volumes to relate 
everything wonderful | have 
seen.” 

Through the years there have 
been many instances of what 
the Church calls “extraordinary 
favors.” These are cures and 
other types of help reportedly 
given by Catherine Tekakwitha, 
but until and unless she is sanc- 
tified, they can't be called 
miracles. 

The road to sainthood in the 
Catholic church is a long and 
exhaustive journey. Steps 
toward beatification, the first 
important milestone to canon- 
ization, include examination of 
the candidate's life and work,

Income Tax Advice 
From an Expert

Editor’s Note: This is the first of a series of 
articles by Russell C. Harrington, Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, giving taxpayers some helpful 
advice in preparing their returns. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18 (UP). 

OW—in fact, the sooner the better—is the time for 
Nesicee States citizens and residents to file their 1955 

Federal income tax returns. 

There have been no major changes in the law since 
last year so it will prob- 
ably be most helpful to 
begin by stressing certain 
basic points. The Internal 
Revenue Service has com- 
piled a list of questions 
which gave taxpayers the 
most trouble last year 
after Congress revamped 
the internal revenue code. 

To start with, the reg- 
ular filing deadline for in- 
dividual taxpayers is mid- 
night, April 15, the same 
as last year, but since that 
date falls on Sunday this 
year, you get an extra 24 
hours to file. 

The question of “when 
do I get my refund?” can 
= , best be answered by say- 

— ——= ing that you'll get it just 
as soon as we can check your return. The best advice, if 
you're in a hurry for your refund, is to file your return 
early. With more than 60,000,000 returns to process, the 
later you file the longer it will take us to get around to 
yours. We handle them on a first come, first served basis. 

The second basic point is who must file. That, too, is 
unchanged and includes, in general, citizens and residents 
of the United States, under 65 years of age and with a gross 
income of at least $600. Individuals 65 or over must file 
if their gross income is $1200 or more. For most persons, 
‘paid either wages or salaries, gross income is the same as 
the total of their wages or salaries.

It’s always worth repeating this: Even if you 

did not earn $600 last year it’s in your interest to 

file a return if during the year some income tax 

was withheld. You may be eligible for a refund, 

and the only way you can get it is by filing a 

return.

@ THE TREMENDOUS MOVEMENT of our population 
ffom one place to another has brought an increase in the 
number of taxpayers who sell their homes and buy an- 
other. If you sold your home during 1955 for more than 
you originally put into it as your initial cost; plus the cost 
of any improvements, the difference is not taxable if you 
bought another residence within a year which cost as much, 
or more, than you realized on the sale. 

However, if you buy another home which costs less, 
you must pay tax on part, or all, of your profit. This tax 
may be at a lower rate, however, if you owned the home 
more than six months, If you sold your home and built 
a new one the time limit is extended to 18 months. If you 
did neither and your sales price exceeded the original cost, 
you must declare the excess and pay the tax.

One further general question should probably 

be answered before turning, in subsequent install- 

ments, to some of the more detailed problems. 

That is which income tax form you should use. 

This is one area where we have changed things a 

little. There are now just two basic forms, the 1040 

and the 1040A, and we no longer use the term 

“long” and “short” in regard to form 1040. You 

simply use as much or little of it as necessary. 

i... ae 
@ THE 1040A is a check-size card which we can process 
in high-speed accounting machines. It is brief and simple. 
Almost half the taxpayers will use this form. Specifically, 
it is designed for those whose income last year was less 
than $5000 and was in the form of wages or salaries from 
which income tax was withheld, or consisted entirely of 
such wages and not more than $100 of other income, such 
as pay for a part-time job, interest on which no tax was 
withheld, or dividends, etc. A husband and wife earning 


less than $5000, including not more than $100 in other 
forms of income of the type mentioned, may also use this 
form to file a joint return. 

The form 1040 must be used if: your gross income was 
$5000 or more, or if you had more than $100 in other in- 
come, or if you wish to itemize your deductions because 
they exceed the standard 10 per cent of adjusted gross 
income. On the 1040A, you automatically get a 10 per cent 
deduction to cover medical expenses, contributions, inter- 
est, and other deductible items. You also get the same 10 
per cent if you use just the first page of Form 1040, and 
take your tax from the tax table. If you can, it’s a great 
time saver—for you and for us—to use the card Form 
1LO40A.

If you use Form 1040 you have to determine 
your own tax. And if your income comes from sev- 

eral sources, it must be listed on the other pages of 

the form and your tax computed on the rate tables 

which are provided. 

_ 
@ WHEN FILING card Form 1040A, send it to your dis- 
trict director—not to me as so many thousands have already 
done. He will send you a bill or a refund. Do not send a 
check or cash. Be sure to inclose the “W-2” form which 
your employer will give you showing your wages, how much 
was deducted for income taxes, etc. . 

When filing on Form 1040, you also should mail your 
return to your district director. However, if your calcu- 
lations show that you still owe some tax, you should at- 
tach your check or money order for the balance due, pay- 
able to the “Internal Revenue Service.” Do not send cash. 
Also, be sure to attach your form “W-2’s” if you have any. 
_ One change we made this year should save us a lot of 
time. You are now permitted, if you choose, to “round off” 
the amounts entered on your return or accompanying sched- 
ules. This means that you may eliminate any amount of 
less than 50 cents and increase any amount between 55 
and 99 cents to the next highest dollar.

She used to say that if a dish 
were unsatisfactory after the 
third attempt at amendment 
and improvement, it was point- 
less to waste any more breath 
on a beginner. She was usually 
able to save breath. 

The first attempt at a new 
piece de resistance might be a 
flat failure; but the second usu- 
ally had passable and the third 
excellent results. In those days 
she did not change cooks very 
often, and she was highly re- 
garded both as a housekeeper 
and as a hostess.

It was also Mary who pointed 
out that the baked beans, left 
over from Saturday night sup- 
per and Sunday breakfast, when 
they were of course served hot, 
would make the basis for a good 
salad Sunday night and then, 
hot again, the basis for soup on 
Monday. 

It was Mary who taught me 
to make brewis, of which I had 
never heard before, out of left- 
over brown bread, and which I 
have never seen served except 
in my own house—I cannot 
imagine why. It is an excellent 
substitute for a breakfast cereal 
and equally good for the main 
dish of small children’s supper. 

Ina did not subscribe to Cous- 
in Ellen’s thought about “‘a free 
hand and no conscience.” She 
claimed, that the test of a really 
good cook is to contrive appe- 
tizing meals at minimum cost 
and never, never to waste a 
single scrap. I confess that I 
greatly enjoy the freehanded 
method, and the New. Englander 
who can suppress the traditional 
— and inherent — conscience 
generally seems to Me a much 
more genial companion. 

But Ina’s Spartan methods 
were certainly never obvious to 
anyone unacquainted with them.

HIS is the authentic story 
T ot fabulous Scotland Yard, 

the most - publicized but 
most - misrepresented crime- 
fighting organization in the 
world, and of the men who 
make it tick. 

It is a tale which contains 
no violin-playing super-sleuths 
dressed in deerstalker hats and 
patterning themselves after the 
fictional Sherlock He]mes, solv- 
ing cases with the ease of a 
superman over a sniff of co- 
caine or a pipefull of strong 
tobacco. 

It is in part about a galaxy 
of master-detectives as re- 
morselessly single-minded as 
any Sherlock in their determin- 
ation to prove to the crook that 
crime does not pay; but who 
with true British conservatism 
scoff at any attempt to picture 
them as miracle men. 

Above all, it is a narrative of 
the Scotland Yard police ma- 
chine, ruthless in its quiet, 
methodical perseverance, eter- 
nally grinding away at its job 
of combatting and containing 
crime without fanfare or fuss. 

Scotland Yard has the Thames 
river at its front doorstep, the 
Whitehall government quarter 
for its backyard, and the Parlia- 
ment building and Westminster 
Abbey for its near neighbors 

The buildings housing it are 
Victorian-Gothic with white 
stone fronts. There is no neon 
sign, no over-size nameplate to 
mark the Yard's home, It does 
not advertise itself. 

And there is no sense of pul- 
sating excitement or the thrill 
of the chase in the cathedral- 
like main wall, with its cool 
stone floors and high @eiling. 
No one scurries about, grabs 
telephones, or dashes through 
the double doors to plunge into 
a taxicab, as described in the 
best detective fiction. The air 
of serenity can almost be felt. 

To the men of “The Yard,” a 
detective force is something 
which should never be flamboy- 
ant, always unobtrusive, forever 
persistent. They claim that is 
the way they get their best 
results. 

Said Commander George H. 
Hatherill, second in command 
of the Yard’s famed criminal 
investigation department (CID), 
a dean among British detectives 
and wise in the way of crimi- 
nals: 

“There is nothing magical in 
the way Scotland Yard solves

crimes. It is just the result of 
the application of common- 
sense, perseverance, and exX- 


haustive inquiries—with the ma- 
chine back of you. It is a tradi- 
tion at Scotland Yard that 95 
per cent of successful detective 
work depends on perspiration, 
3 per cent on inspiration, and 
2 per cent on luck.”

T is the combination which 
| brougnt to justice John 

George Haigh, self-confessed 
“acid bath” monster and vam- 
pire, who was hanged in 1949 
after killing four men and five 
women. The same perspiration, 
inspiratiog and modicum of luck 
also eventually helped the Yard 
to deliver into the hands of the 
hangman in 1953 John Christie, 
fabled “kiss and kill” mass 
murderer of seven and sus- 
pected murderer of many more. 

The men who form the top 
echelon at the Yard are not 
boastful, neither do they talk 
like the traditional movie de- 
tective. They are past-masters 
at the gentle art of debunking 
themselves, the Yard and the 
detective fiction writers. The 
first thing they impress upon 
vou when researching them 
from the inside is that Scot- 
land Yard is not and never has 
been'a machine dedicated sole- 
ly to solving murder. 

Sir John Nott-Bower, 63-year- 
old commissioner and a rarity 
among a long line of London 
police commissioners in that he 
has spent a lifetime in the 
police service, said: 

“Our main task is not the 
detection but the prevention of 
crime. Scotland Yard is the 
permanent headquarters of the 
London police area, not just a 


machine for catching mur- 
derers.” 

Thus you are disabused of a 
lot of preconceived notions 


about Scotland Yard and its 
place in British po.ice work. 
You meet the most famous Brit- 
ish thief and spy catchers and 
“murder squad” men, and in 
meeting them come to admire 
not only their professional skill 
but also to realize that in most 
of them there is an underlying 
humanity, despite the ugliness 
of their trade. You discover 
that they like to bring flowers 
to the office. 

The mental picture, encour- 
aged by fiction, of the Scotland 
Yard crack operative having au- 
thority to dash here, there and 
everywhere is knocked down 
hard. A Scotland Yard opera- 
tive has to be “invited” by a 
provincial chief constable _be- 
fore he can go off to help solve 
a provincial case. 

You get the low-down on why 
the London ‘(and British) police 
do not carry guns, or hand- 
cuffs, except in very special 
circumstances, If a London cop

is forced to use his 15-inch 
wooden nightstick, he has to 
make a report showing why it 
was necessary, and submit the 
nightstick for inspection. You 
discover that if a crook breaks 
into a house between 9 p.m. 
and 6 a.m., he is a burglar, but 
that if he robs the same house 
at any other hour, then is classi- 
fied in police language as a 
housebreaker., 
* . * 

OU are told again and again 
Y tnat the third degree is not 

permitted in British police 
work; and that the Scotland 
Yard people feel they achieve 
just as much without it by the 
use of “the friendly approach 
over a cup of tea and a cigar- 
ette.” 

The men you meet in Scot- 
land Yard would pass for any- 
thing but cops in their quiet, 
conservative clothes in which 
grays and blues predominate. 
Their neckties are subdued, 
their shoes are always well pol- 
ished, their socks never gaudy. 

The “man from the Yard” 
made world-famous by detective 
fiction writers is a composite of 
half a dozen great names in 
British detection—is part police- 
man, part lawyer, part sci- 
entist. In talking, he deprecates 
any effort to make him out to 
be very important, speaks of 
“the team,” or the “boys under 
me.” 


Assistant Commissioner Rich- 
ard L. Jackson of the Criminal 
Investigation Department is 
typical of the modern directive 
brains at Scotland Yard. Jack- 
son is the type which steadily 
is killing off the old official 
idea that only a retired soldier 
or civil servant could handle 
the top jobs. To share a pot of 
tea in Jackson’s quiet office, 
with its thick carpet, good fur- 
niture and fine wall decora- 
tions, and to listen to him talk 
about the men under him in the 
CID, is to get a rounded-out 
picture of the Yard as a crime- 
fighting machine, to know what 
makes it tick. 

This is no haphazar’ de- 
tective force, you are told, but 
a carefully assembled machine, 
every little cog of which has 
to fit and somehow does fit. 
Also that no man gets to the 
top by any other route than the 
hard one. 

Men like Comdr. Hatherill, 
who has worked his way right 
to the top of police work from 
patrolman. 

Hatherill is a man who is 
admitted by his colleagues to 
be a “thief-catcher extraordi- 
nary.” This burly six-footer 
plus, with his thick curly hair 
pushed right back, is the ac- 
tivating force behind the CID 
operatives at the Yard. 

Hatherill is the Yard’s ency- 
clopedia on the facts of crime 
prevention and detection, and 
most of what he says is related 
from personal experience, in- 
cluding murder investigations. 
Yet this same Hatherill con- 
fesses he loves rambling over 
old historic buildings, collect- 
ing old newspapers, and grum- 
bles that he never seems to get 
the time to read all the his- 
torical biographies he would 
like. 

- * * 

ORKING closely with 
W itatherit is Comdr. Wil- 

liam Rawlings, whom many 
at the Yard call “Sherlock” be- 
cause of his methods. Rawlings 
is a great believer in the use of 
psychology in crime detection, 
is typical of these very thor- 
ough modern-style British de- 
tectives who sling phrases like 
“psychoanalysis” and “introver- 
sion” at the drop of a hat. 

Then there is Chief Superin- 
tendent Jack Livings, head of 
the finger print division. There 
are people at The Yard who 
predict Livings will go down in 
history as the greatest British 
finger print man of them all. 
He eats, drinks and sleeps fin- 
ger prints. 

Or Detective Chief Superin- 
tendent Reginald (Reg) Spooner, 
53 years old and a one-time 
insurance man before he joined 
the London police force and 
finally gravitated to Scotland 
Yard. Spy catcher in World 
War II, former murder squad 
operative and now head of the 
famous flying squad, Spooner 
is once of the most brilliant 
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COMMANDER GEORGE HORACE HATHERILL, OF THE CRIMINAL 
INVESTIGATION DEPARTMENT OF SCOTLAND YARD. 


among a galaxy of stars at the 
Yard, with the coldly analytical 
brain and deadly logic of the 
master detective. a 
Another detective chief su- 
perintendent, John Capstick, is 
a 5l-year-old former choirboy 
who grows prize roses as a 
hobby but is known to the crime 
fraternity as “artful.” 


Individually, perhaps’ the 
greatest among them all is a 
quiet character named Leonard 

urt,”” a veteran policeman 
with the rank of commander. 
Burt heads the special branch 
of secret operatives, is a man 
of all the talents, is feared by 
a great many and deeply re- 
spected by his colleagues. They 
call him “Mr. Hush Hush.” 

The average British crook 
fears the CID much as the FBI 
is feared by the American or 
the Surete by the French crim- 
inal. The Yard's CID is a 
crack, tough, specially-chosen 
body of 1500 superbly self-reli- 
ant detective operatives, dedi- 
cated to licking crime, and with 
an encyclopaedic knowledge of 
crookdom. It is a series of 
closely interwoven segments all 
acting as a team, with a paper- 
work system back of it which is 
monumental in its scope, com- 
pleteness, and thoroughness. 

Individually or collectively 
they play a part in the solution 
of every major indictable crime 
investigated in London and to 
some extent the whole of 
Britain. They include the “mur- 
der squad,” the “special branch” 
of secret operatives, the crimi- 
nal record office, and the Scot- 
land Yard scientific laboratory. 

Yet, paradoxically, the CID is 
a team of individualists, with 
the key men on their own and 
having fairly wide authority 
when handling a big job; and 
the man in charge of each seg- 
ment outspokenly confident that 
his is the best, that the CID 
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machine would stop without it 

For the CID operatives are 
the glory boys of the London 
police force—the thief-catchers, 
the spy-catchers, and the homi- 
cide men, and they carry them- 
selves with an air. Especially 
the handful of men who handle 
the real big-time; the tough 
murder cases, the big fraud ex- 
poses, the uncovering of es- 
pionage. These aré the men 
on whom the thriller writers 
pattern their version of the 
British super-sleyth—the “man 
from the Yard.” 

The names of some of them 
are known to millions in Britain 
and their photographs appear 
with regularity in the news- 
papers as they handle their 
jobs; there are others who work 


forever in the shadows and 
whose names are only whis- 
pered, if at all. 

* * & °* 


N this many-sided Scotland 
| vara detective field, the tiny 

“murder squad” is the mecca 
of every operative who enters 
the CID. Only the best detec- 
tives make it, after many years 
of police work. Its handful of 
detectives are all men in their 
prime, skilled in their trade, 
able to stand on their own two 
feet and carry out a murder in- 
vestigation from the beginning 
until they are able to write the 
laconic “hanged” in their note- 
books. 

Not that the murder squad 
men are overworked in their 
job of tracking down murder- 
ers, by comparison with hom- 
icide squad men in other big 
capitals. In the whole of 1954 
in London, there were only 37 
murders investigated. Even so 
Commissioner Nott-Bower had 
to point out in his report to 
the home secretary that this 
was an increase of five over 
1953. 

Of the 37, a total of 15 were 
cleared up by arrest, 15 by 


suicide, two by the accidental 
death of the person responsible, 
and five remained unsolved, in- 
cluding two involving newly- 
born children. 


Neither the London police- 
men nor the London criminal 
is used to murder, and it is the 
exception for murder to be 
committed by the professional 
criminal The London police 
do not carry guns because they 
believe the criminal might re- 
taliate by arming himself: the 
profe@ional criminal knows 
that if he is caught carrving 
a gun he will inevitably get a 
long prison stretch from the 


trial judge, who is empowered 
to deal harshly with gun-toting 
criminals Remembering this, 
London ‘“‘mobsters” search their 
men for guns before letting 
them go out on a job, just in 
case. 

The shooting of a policeman 
by a professional crock is a 
rarity im the Yard's annals, and 
when it does happen the mur- 
derer is tracked down with im- 
placable remorselessness,

N conducting a murder in- 
| vestization, the squad man is 

fully in charge, even when he 
goes outside of London at the 
request of a provincial police 
force He starts out with his 
personal assistant, usually a 
detective-sergeant. And he totes 
along with him one of the eight 
“murder bags,’ compact affairs 
of plain cowhide like a small 
overnight bag, stuffed with 
more detection aids than Sher- 
lock Holmes ever’ guessed 
existed. 

Packed away inside each mur- 
der bag is a finger-print outfit, 
rubber apron, thermometers, 
test tubes, boxes and bottles of 
various sizes for holding clues, 
sealing wax, and chalk. Also 
handcuffs, rubber gloves, a 
briefcase, soap, sponges, 
sors, flashlights, a magnifying 
giass, and bandages: absorbent 
cotton, needles and thread, and 
gummed labels 

Plus a lot of other detecting 
apparatus like measures and 
footprint plaster and, inevitably, 
notebooks and sheets of official 
yard paper for taking down 
statements. Nothing is left out 
which might help the operative 
bring in his man.

On the scene, the murder 
squad operative can call for 
help upon the Yard’s various 


specialist divisions—fingerprint 
men, photographers, analysts. 
Hie can shobt stuff back to the 
Yard for immediate handling 
by the trained experts in the 
laboratory. He can set the co- 
lossal Yard machine in action, 
have it extended nationwide 
and even to foreign countries 
if investigation shows it is 
necessary. 

He is expected to keep at it 
day and night and many of the 
murder squad men are used to 
a 20-hour day. He must be in 
on everything connected with 
the case, including the post- 
mortem on the body, in follow- 
ing out the Yard policy that the 
initiating operative personally 
follows through right down to 
the time the case is closed. 

A British murder investiga- 
tion follows a well laid down 
pattern and to very consider- 
able extent is governed by rules 
formulated by a panel of crim- 
inal court judges almost 40 
years ago. The rules are not 
law, but they do define what 
an English criminal court judge 
is likely to admit in prosecut- 
ing and particularly police evi- 
dence against a person on trial. 

In the opinion of the yard 
chiefs, the rules help to get 
better work out of detectives 
by compelling them to dig to 
get sufficient corroborative evi- 
dence to make .an arrest which 
will stick. Arrest decisions are 
not taken lightly by most 
skilled Scotland Yard detec- 
tives, especially when handling 
murder cases, and they seldom 
come unstuck. 

Commander Hatherill puts 
the yard's murder job creed 
clearly when he says: “Get the 
truth, and it will stand any 
test.” His own patience is in- 
finite, and he expects every 
man working for him to be as 
careful as he was in the days 
when he went out and brought 
in his own quota of murderers.

Rubinstein's 


Anniversary

CCORDING TO an an- 
I condeteent in last week's 

symphony program Artur 
Rubinstein will share honors 
with Vladimir Golschmann at a 
party to be given by the Sym- 
phony Society immediately fol- 


17. It will be well timed. 
Rubinstein is now celebrating 
the fiftieth anniversary of his 
first appearances as a solo pi- 
anist in the United States and 
St. Louis music patrons should 
be happy at the opportunity to 
join the festivities. 

Rubinstein himself is helping 
to make his anniversary year 
a memorable one by a prodi- 
gious undertaking. When these 
words are printed he will have 
played seventeen concerti at 
five concerts taking place within 
a span of 10 days. For these 
concerts in Carnegie Hall he 
employed his own orchestra and 
his own conductor, Alfred Wal- 
lenstein and the response—in 
numbers and enthusiasm—was 
appropriate to the occasions, 
Identical feats were also per- 
formed in 1954,* that is to say 
he played 17 concerti both in 
London and Paris; and as the 
two series overlapped he was 
forced to shuttle back and forth 
across the English channel sev- 
eral times.

RUBINSTEIN is now 70 years 
old (Grove’s Dictionary says he 
was born in 1886) and it seems 
fairly evident that neither his 
physica] stamina nor his love 
for the piano and the piano lit- 
erature has been diminished by 
the passing years. Obviously 
he is a rare and fortunate artist 
in that he can benefit from the 
maturation of his artistic pow- 
ers without suffering a decline 
in the physical vigor necessary 
for their proper expression. 


To the generation of music 
lovers who are still in their 
twenties and early thirties Ru- 
binstein must seem to be one 
of those public figures with a 
fame that goes back to the be- 
ginning of things. Actually he 
did not reach his present emi- 
nence in America until his 
third tour of this country which 
began in 1937. On his two 
previous visits he met with only 
moderate success. 

Those who knew him well in 
Europe, however, were certain 
that he would ultimately reach 
a certain consistency of per- 
formance that would make 
every concert as notable. as his 
best. E. Fernandez Arbos, the 
Spanish conductor, often said 
of Rubinstein that when he 
was playing well, nobody in his 
memory was better. One could 
infer, however, that Rubinstein 
was erratic, even though the 
Spanish people took to him 
with unbridled enthusiasm from 
his very first performance in 
their country.

On the whole, he is more 
effective in Brahms, Schumann, 
Chopin and Tschaikowsky than 
in Beethoven. But whatever he 
plays has both a richness of 
feeling and a saving elegance 

In an age when artists tend 
to. be businesslike and unpre- 
tentious, Rubinstein is as much 
of a personality as any screen 
star and with more depth and 
variety to his glamour. Here's 
hoping that there'll always be 
a Rubinstein to nourish and to 
embellish the musical life of 
this world.

All evidence of the miracles 
has been gathered and sent to 
Father Charles Miccinelli, the 
postulator of the cause at Vati- 
can City, who has, in turn, sub- 
mitted it to the Congregation of 
Rites. The exact nature of the 
two miracles on which the case 
is based cannot be revealed. 

The Congregation of Rites is- 
sues no statements, Makes no 
predictions, but rumors have 
come from Vatican sources that 
some action may be taken soon. 
Says Father Brechard, “We 
hope and feel that if it isn’t 
this year, it surely will be next 
year.” 

In 1890, a marble monument 
was erected at Catherine's 
grave, replacing the 25-foot 
wooden cross which the Jesuits 
erected by hand and which 
stood there for many years. On 
the monument is engraved the 
inscription: 

Kateri Tekakwitha, 
April 17, 1680

teotsit sianekaron.

Quality 


Renters are demanding and 
getting better quality apart- 
ments, a nationwide survey of 
the National Assogiation of Real 
Estate Boards reports. 

The report on conditions in 
multi-family dwellings is one of 
»three prepared from a sampling 
of realtors in 259 realty boards 
across the country in the recent 
residential property study con- 
ducted by NAREB’s research 
division. 

The report noted these trends 
which indicate the upgrading of 
apartment units: 

1. Rents for adequate units 
of relatively convenient location 
are predominantly unchanged 
from levels of a year ago, and 
the major decline nationwide 
has been for converted units in 


older buildings and for ‘“‘walk- 
ups” in cities having these 
structures. 


2. Refurbishing and the re- 
placement of deficient equip- 
ment is being resumed as nor- 
mal management practice more 
and more as the housing inven- 
tory continues to improve and 
competition sharpens. 

3. Tenants, in the main, seek- 
ing apartments in the larger 
metropolitan communities are 
finding more choice. 


Regulates Vacancies. 

“Vacancy and rental tenden- 
cies in multi-family structures,” 
the report stated, “are coming 
more and more to depend on 
quality. They reflect the active 
choice being asserted by fam- 
ilies and individuals now able 
to select from an inventory with 
a modest margin of availability. 

“Residential rents have sta- 
bilized in most. communities. 
This is again the major consis- 
tency of the reports (of the sur- 
vey) as it was in late 1954, 
though individual cities have 
not necessarily experienced con- 
tinuance of earlier trends. 

“Construction costs have 
pushed rents upward in cities 
where new apartments are ap- 
pearing. Sporadic growth of 
other areas, prompted by indus- 
trial expansion or government 
installations, has created sud- 
den demand for all types of 
units, and rents have firmed or 
moved upward. 

“In a few areas, declining 
population or competition from 
low - down-payment sales have 
depressed rentals in general.” 

Vacancies, the report showed, 
varied a good deal by size of 
city. 

“Tenants, in the main,” the 
report said, ‘seeking apart- 
ments in the larger metropoli- 
tan communities are finding 
more choice. While half (48.4 
per cent) of all reports approxi- 
mate vacancies at ‘1 per cent or 
less,’ the returns for cities of a 
half million and over list this 
level in only 32 per cent of the 
cases.” 

Vacancy Not High. 

The survey showed that 28 
per cent of the cities of 100,000 
to 500,000 found 1 per cent or 
less vacancies; 21 per cent found 
2 per cent or less; and 33 per 
cent of these cities experienced 
3 to 5 per cent vacancies.

Coins a New Name for 


People at

There's a book that’s been 
causing a lot of talk recently. 
It’s called “The Exurbanites,” 
and it deals with the people 
who have taken the flight past 
the suburbs to the hills beyond 
—the people who work in the 
city but who live far away. 

“Exurbanite” is a good new 
word. It crystallizes a thought 
that used to take whole para- 
graphs to explain. It’s a con- 
troversial word. To some, an 
exurbanite is a man who loves 
to retreat at night to the coun- 
try; to others an exurbanite is 
a modern half-hermit. 

But there’s a need now for 
another new word, to define a 
related concept. Somewhere be- 
tween the urbanite and the 
exurbanite, there’s a man in 
the middle, who is of vital con- 
cern to all of us here, because 
that man can make or break an 
industrial deal. His actions can 
have great bearing on the plan- 
ning for organized industrial 
districts which is such a fertile 
field for the industrial realtor. 

Another New One. 

Up to now, we've been calling 
this key man in the middle the 
suburbanite. Since that word 
too often carries with it con- 
notations of “bedroom city” and 
“parasite community,” I'd like 
to submit to you a different 
word to define his role. That 
word is “co-urbanite.” 

“Sub” is a prefix that means 
“under,” “co” means “with.” 


Edge of City 


The true co-urbanite is not 
under the shadow of the big 
city. Instead, he is a member 


of a community that stands on 
its own two feet, one that aids 
the development of a nearby 
city every bit as much as it is 
helped by that city. He co- 
operates, co-ordinates, and if 
you want to borrow a word 
from the diplomats—co-exists— 
hence the word, co-urbanite 
instead of suburbanite. 

The urbanite and co-urbanite 
are interdependent, and the 
keystone of that reciprocity is 
commercial and industrial de- 
velopment. As the big cities 
centralize and _ verticalize, a 
need is created for horizontal 
industrial space that only these 
peripheral (co-urban) areas can 
supply. At the same time, many 
industries need proximity to 
the centers of commerce that 
only a nearby big city can 
supply. It’s an equal, give-and- 
take situation; the urban and 
co-urban areas heed each other. 

It's the problem of the in- 
dustrial developer and broker 
to know when to change what 
are now purely residential 
suburbs — dependent com- 
munities — into dynamic, inter- 
dependent co-urban areas. I Go 
not mean to say that the char- 
acter of all suburbs be changed 
—but many would benefit by 
becoming co-urban. 

Needs Welcome, Toe. 

As with most brokerage, 
changing suburban areas into 
co-urban communities is a two- 
sided job. First, you must in- 
terest an indiistry in locating 
away from congested city areas 
and obsolescent buildings. As 
we know, that is relatively easy 
when you can offer a site not 
too far away from the 
business centers. But after that, 
you must have a community 
that will first accept and finally 


welcome that industry. That's 


the hard job, the one that calls 


for the latest techniques in 
community relations, 

You will notice that I've 
split “community relations” into 
two steps; “accepting,” and 


“welcoming.” To accomplish the 
first step, the community must 
understand why it wéll benefit 
from industrial development 
and accept the need for proper 
planning and zoning. 

It must be shown clearly how 
many new jobs will be created 
by the new industry, jobs that 
can be filled by present and fu- 
ture residents of that com- 
munity. What this means in 
terms of convenience must be 
explained to those workers who 
would like the opportunity of 
living near the place where 
they work. We must avoid real 


estate language such as “the 
highest and best use,” and con- 
centrate instead on language 


every citizen can understand: 
For example, money talks very 
persuasively,. provided it is 
translated into the new schools, 
hospitals and services that ac- 
crue to a community as a re- 
sult of taxes paid by industries. 
These schools and services are 
for the use of the residents 
primarily, and are seldom if 
ever used by the industry. 


Plans Complete City. 


The second step in establish- 
ing good community relations 
is to change that “acceptance,” 
or permission, 
warm welcome. Many brokers 
who think thoir job {ts done 
when théy’ve achieved accept- 
ance forget the many more po- 
tential sales in a rea:ly co-oper- 
ative community. To deserve a 
welcome, we must encourage 
the counterpart of the con- 
trolled residential community, 
by creating “business neigh- 
bors” who know their proper 
place and provide necessary 
economic balance. Setbacks and 
separating green areas are im- 
portant as well as architectural 
d mn and results in the ap- 

ance of a college campus 
rather than a collection of ugly 
factories. Industrial develop- 
ments are proving that it is pos- 
sible to be functional and at-

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Prices of Homes Built 
Since 1940 Are Expected 
To Hold Up Well in 1956 


By ROBERT F. MORISON 

WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP)— 
Prices of homes built since 1940 
are expected to hold up well in 
this year’s market. Those of 
older vintage may continue to 
drop. But National Association 
of Real Estate Boards experts 
feel that current drives to im- 
prove individual homes and 
neighborhoods may buoy prices 
somewhat. 

The most stable price bracket 
in the 12,000,000 home®s built 
since 1940 is $12,000-$20,000, an

year sold for as much or more 
than their original cost. 


Cities Different. 


Nothing appears on the hor'i- 
zon which might upset this pat- 
tern, NAREB officials say. The 
size and composition of a city 
was found to make a difference 
in the price movements. 

In the $12,000-$20,000 bracket, 
in cities of from 100,000- 
500,000, 52 per cent of these 
houses sold for the same price 
more in 1955 than in 1954 in 


. 


cities 500,000 and over, 30 per 
cent did. However, in the small- 
er population bracket, only 12 
per cent were found to have 
sold for more than they were 
priced.at a year earlier while 
22 per cent in the 500,000-and- 
over cities sold for more. 

For the $20,000 and above 
houses, 11 per cent sold for 
more in 1955 thanin 1954 in 
cities _of 100,000-500,000 and 
only 9*per cent did in cities of 
500,000 and more. 

Demand Still High. 

NAREB believes a vigorous 
market exists for houses built 
since 1940. It believes this mar- 
ket is sustained by rising in- 
comes, the willingness to pay 
for better living quarters and 
the desire for home ownership. 

Among the so-called “middle- 
aged” houses—those built be- 
tween 1920 and 1940—-prices ap- 
pear to be going down as con-

“The 1955 Dodge Reports to- 
tal of contract awards for one- 
family houses, reached $8,900,- 
000,000,” Dr. Smith said. “This 
was a gain of 21 per cent over 
the previous record set in 1954, 
and an increase of 97 per cent 
since 1951. This great growth 
of one-family housing ‘s ob- 
scured in the figure fot total 
residential building, which rose 
only 64 per cent between i951 
and 1955. 

Singles Lead Now. 

“The reason for the differ- 
ence is that over the same 
period, contracts for apartment 
construction were reduced by 


nearly half, and two-family 
buildings also dropped _ sub- 
stantially. 


“Virtually all of the residen- 
tial increase between 1954 and 
1955 was also in the one-family 


category, with contracts for 
multiple dwellings remaining 
practically stationary at the 
1954 levels.” 


Dr. Smith cited several fac- 


tors’ which he felt explained 
the strong trend toward single- 
family homes. Among them 
were: 

1. Prosperity and availability 
of credit, as a “permissive fac- 
tor.” 

2. The fact that in many 


areas it is cheaper to own than 
to rent, particularly when in- 
come tax deductions on mort- 
gage interest and on loca! prop- 
erty taxes are taken Into ac- 
count 

3. Rapid growth in the pro- 
portion of old people in the 
population, since the over-65 
group has the highest propor- 
tion of home ownership 

4. The baby boom, putting a 
premium on the “house-and- 
yard.” 

5. Renewed emphasis on 
home entertainment and hob- 
bies. including home workshops, 
partly as a result of increasing 
leisure time. 

Expects Continuation. 

Dr. Smith said that he expect- 
ed home-building to continue at 
high levels for the next decade 
or longer. 

“Even though we expect the 
number of non-farm housing 
starts in 1956 to drop about 10 
per cent below last year, the 
trend toward larger and more 
expensive homes will mean that, _ 
dollar volume will not go down 
nearly as much as that. Since 
non-farm household formations 
are now at a fairly low ebb and 
should be rising substantially in 
the years to come, and since in- 

dications are that the economy 
will remain relatively prosper- 
ous, I would say that the abso- 
lute minimum figure for hous- 
ing starts in the next 10 years 
is 12,000,000 or 13,000,000. Actu-

Split Levels. 


By DAVID G. BAREUTHER 

A NEW WAY to fit a wide 
house close to your property 
boundary is to use a walled ter- 


race to screen living room win- 
dows from the house next door. 
Walls, like fences, can make 
good neighbors. 

How this idea can be devel- 
oped in a practical manner is 
shown here in Design T-600. A 
Sliding glass wall in the living 
room opens on a private terrace 
at one side of the house which 
is sheltered from street and side 
views by a high brick wall. 
Shoulder-high windows in the 
front of the living room com- 
plete this feature of privacy. 

This is an Interesting house. 
It has all the advantages of tri- 
level spaciousness with this im- 
portant difference: There are 
only two short stairways! One is 
a seven-riser flight from the 
living room level up to the 
sleeping wing. The other is a 
five-riser stair up from garage 


and laundry on the lower level. | 


Crawl Space Provided. 


No basement, in the ordinary 
sense, is needed. Very little ex- 


cavation is called for. A venti- 
lated and insulated crawl space 
is provided under living room, 
kitchen, activities room and 
nook, while garage, laundry and 
heater room are: actually on the 
grade. 

Petersen & Ebbert, architects 
and engineers of Detroit, Mich., 
designed this house in contem- 
porary style with broad roof 
overhangs and an exterior of 
brick veneer except for the face 
of the upper story sleeping wing 
where vertical board siding is 
used for an accent. Built-up 
roofing is suggested for the low | 
sloping roof.

Don't ‘blow your top’ behind the wheel, 


science warns=an angry driver is a bad one

OLICE RECENTLY asked a New England 
motorist why he had driven straight 
through a red light at a highway inter- 
section, then plowed into a wagonload of hay 
crossing the road in front of him — in broad 
daylight. He offered a bizarre explanation. 

Just before starting out, he said, he had 
been falsely accused of cheating a friend in 
a poker game. This touched off a chain reac- 
tion of misunderstanding and recrimination, 
climaxed by a quarrel with his wife. 

“I left home to go to work so burned up I 
didn’t know what I was doing,” he went on. 
“I know now that I ran the red light and hit 
the load of hay — but I don’t remember see- 
ing either one of them.” 

In fact, he was literally blind with rage. 

If you were asked if something like that 
could happen to you in a fit of temper, your 
answer probably would be an emphatic “No!” 
Yet as a driver you are regularly confronted 
with situations that can bring on sudden 
anger — when you're in a hurry and the 
driver you try to pass deliberately speeds up; 
when the driver behind-you honks his horn if 
you're a bit slow in starting on a green light; 
when a motorist suddenly cuts in front of 
you; when the fellow in the other car ma- 
neuvers you out of a parking space. 

Before reading on, try the test at left. 
These questions were prepared by Alfred 
Moseley, noted Boston traffic-research psy- 
chologist, who has devised a system of scor- 
ing that can indicate, on a psychological 
basis, whether or not you are a “well-tem- 
pered” driver. 

The factor of driver emotion — particu- 
larly temper — 1s being pondered today by 
traffic-research scientists as an important new 
clue to safety on the highways. Finding such 
clues, and acting on them, currently is one 
of the nation’s top-priority problems. Today 
there are about 60 million cars on the roads; 
by 1965, there may be 80 million. Traffic 
experts, mindful of the appalling death toll 
on 1955’s “black Christmas” and the follow- 
ing New Year's week ends (total: 985 Ameri- 
cans killed), ask: What of tomorrow? 

Obviously, nobody is going to claim that 
highway accidents occur solely, or even 
chiefly, because drivers are angry. The more 
commonly known factors, as listed by the 
National Safety Council and the American 
Automobile Association, still take their toll: 
inattention, speed, improper passing, failure 
to yield right of way, driving too fast for con- 
ditions, drunk driving, riding the center line, 
following too closely, disregard of traffic 
rules, failure to adjust to night driving con- 
ditions and bad weather conditions. 

Yet the anger factor is today a very lively 
bee in the bonnets of psychologists and traf- 


fic. observers alike. (Among other points, it 
plays a part in practically all of the factors 
listed above.) They concede the problem is a 
puzzling one. They agree that drivers lose 
their tempers, but proof that accidents are 
the direct result is hard to establish. One grim 
reason is that those involved either are dead 
or in no condition to remember whether they 
were angry or not. Also the driver often is 
interviewed too long after the accident. 

Those closest to drivers in action — high- 
way police — give additional reasons why 
proof is hard to get. Says Lt. Thomas B. 
Cahalan, director of the traffic division of the 
Pennsylvania State Police: “Few drivers, 
under questioning, will admit they were 
angry. Temper must be considered a con- 
tributory cause, but further evaluation ts dif- 
ficult.” 


When Drivers Don’t Care 


Yet evidence does exist that a lot of unex- 
pected things happen when a driver blows 
his top. According to psychologist Moseley, 
the motorist’s reactions to situations like 
those described in the test classify him as a 
compulsive, defensive or aggressive driver. 
Aggressiveness, says Moseley, is an out- 
growth of the anger reaction. 

“In violent anger,” Moseley explains, “an 
individual of a certain emotional makeup 
doesn’t care what happens. If he is driving 
he becomes obsessed with the idea that every 
other driver is trying to hurt him — a state 
of mind psychologists call paranoid pro- 
jection.” 

In this connection, Moseley cites a report 
of the Institute for Safer Living to the effect 
that “when a man is angry in traffic he may 
not see or hear as well as usual. He will easily 
assume the attitude that others in the traffic 
stream are trying to do him in, to cut him off 
or catch him in a squeeze play. And worst of 
all, he does not — for the moment — care 
what he does in reprisal.” 

A grim example of what temper can do 
has been noted by Dr. R. H. Felix, director 
of the National Institute of Mental Health. 
A young man, driving with friends in his car, 
deliberately crashed head-on into a car com- 
ing toward him with lights undimmed. Every- 
one in both cars was killed except the driver, 
who survived with serious injuries. His ex- 
planation: “I just wanted to teach that 
to dim his lights.” 

Such extreme cases, of course, are rare, 
but no one is immune from the effects of 
anger. As Moseley says: “It can happen to 
anyone. At your office, for instance, you don't 
dare talk back to your boss. So you bottle it 
up until you meet your wife at the station in 
the car, then sound off to her. Tempers rise 
— and an accident ts in the making.” 

Physical reactions to anger may momen- 
tarily unfocus your eyes or impair your hear- 


ing. Your muscles may tense, causing you to 
grip the steering wheel the way a golfer grips 
his putter when he panics — and with about 
the same results. Most serious of all, anger 
may cloud your judgment to the point where 
you will take abnormal chances. 

There is abundant medical proof that cer- 
tain sensations and emotions — rage. pain, 
fear, hunger — bring about bodily changes. 
Dr. Walter B. Cannon, Harvard professor 
whose experiments concerning these bodily 
changes are medical classics, once enumer- 
ated them this way: contraction of the blood 
vessels, cold sweat, stopping of saliva, dila- 
tion of pupils, increased blood pressure, rapid 
beating of the heart, hurried respiration, 
trembling and twitching of the muscles. Se- 
cretion of gastric juice, pancreatic juice and 
bile is stopped; motion of the stomach and 
intestines Ceases at once. 

In cold medical terms, these are things that 
can happen to you in your car if you lose 
your temper. The layman’s viewpoint is 
pretty well summed up by William Holland, 
a professional racing driver for 22 years and 
now a stock-car test engineer for Studebaker- 
Packard. 

“The big trouble with drivers,” Holland 
says, “is that they get burned up too easily. 
I think one of the first rules of good driving 
should be, don’t get mad. 


“Stay in Front — or Else”’ 


“Most drivers do lose their tempers once 
in a while — even professionals on a race 
track. It's happened to me and I've seen it 
happen to others. In one of my early races 
the older drivers kept needling me to the 
point where I swore I would stay out in front 
— or else. For 10 laps I did —I was mad 
and driving too fast. Then I hit an oil slick. 
My car spun and struck the fence, and the 
fellow behind me — an experienced driver 
who stood a good chance of winning the race 
— smashed into me. Neither of us was hurt, 
but my bad temper cost us both money. 

“You've got to make up your mind not to 
get mad. If you want to stop your car, get 
out and have a fist fight to let off steam, okay. 
Experienced drivers don't allow themselves 
to lose their tempers.” 

Professionals thus are well aware that 
anger is a factor to contend with. As psy- 
chologists assert, emotional disturbances can 
distort the driving habits of otherwise level- 
headed and experienced people. 

But whether the average driver is a poten- 
tial “Jekyll-Hyde” character is still a point 
of debate. Says Dr. Leon Brody, research 
director of the Center for Safety Education, 
New York University: “The factor of emo- 
tional flareup is indeed of greatest interest to 
research scientists. As yet, however, most 
findings in this field have only academic 
significance. Cohtinued on page 11

Scientist cites ‘anti-anger’ rules 


“In the light of what we now know, the 
fact seems to be that a man drives as he 
lives. The aggressive, impulsive, rude person 
is likely to be the same when he drives. It is 
wrong to assume he undergoes a radical per- 
sonality change the moment he gets behind 
the wheel of his car.” 

Also challenging the anger factor is Ervin 
Warren, head of the traffic safety section of 
the Illinois State Police. Warren says: “Al- 
though I think temper is definitely a factor in 
a few accidents, most mishaps are caused by 
someone who committed an unsafe act. Why 
this person did this unsafe — and usually 
illegal — act would be hard to determine.” 

Important research studies related to the 
anger factor — such as those of Dr. Brody, 
Moseley and Dr. Herbert S. Gaskill, of the 
University of Colorado Medical Center — 
are currently in progress and not yet ready 
to be statistically evaluated. But so long as 
people drive, “laboratory material” will be 
plentiful. During the course of his studies, 
Moseley has gleaned much pertinent material 
from talks with motorists lucky enough to 
have survived the consequences of losing 
their tempers. 

A Boston physician told him this story. 
After a trying day at his hospital, he started 
for his home in the suburbs through heavy 
traffic. Tired and out of sorts, he found him- 
self breaking cardinal rules of sensible driv- 
ing — cutting in and out, blowing his horn, 
passing on the right and speeding. 

At one point he cut sharply in front of a 
big truck — so sharply that the driver blew 
his horn. The.trucker managed to draw 
abreast of the doctor at a traffic light, where 
he profanely told the latter what he thought 
of his driving. When the light changed, the 
trucker gunned his engine and kept pace with 
the doctor's car, which was temporarily 
trapped in the right-hand lane by the car 
ahead. Suddenly the big truck drew ahead 


and swung into the right-hand lane, forcing 
the doctor off the road. Said the latter: “I 
guess I had that coming to me.” 

A truck driver told Moseley about a 
motorist who refused to let him pass on a 
grade. The trucker, who was being paid by 
the load, was trying to make time. Now, in- 
furiated, he could only follow the car ahead 
at a crawl. 

Later, on a level stretch, the two vehicles 
approached an intersection, where the motor- 
ist started to make a left turn from the right- 
hand lane. Thereupon the angry trucker 
crashed his rig into the passenger car. Both 
vehicles were damaged, though neither driver 
was hurt. The trucker gave the motorist his 
choice of paying damages then and there or 
being taken to court. The shaken motorist 
paid on the spot. 


Four Good Rules 


Scientific conclusions aside, stories like 
these underscore anger as a highway hazard 
you face while driving. If that is what it is, 
what can you do about it? Psychologist Mose- 
ley offers four simple precautions: 

1) Don't have any family arguments before 
you drive. If you do have them, settle the 
point at issue before you take the wheel. This 
will prevent you from having a family argu- 
ment that lasts all day. 

2) If you are in an argument and are going 
to drive, speak your piece to the person con- 
cerned, so the controversy will not persist 
into your driving and influence the way you 
respond to other drivers. 

3) If you are thoroughly angered by or 
about anything, take plenty of time to cool 
down before you drive. 

4) If you have a tendency to be upset by 
what other drivers do in traffic, keep your 
voice down and your window up and “speak 
to them” about it. This will help you avoid 
building up traffic herves as you go along. @ 


These Nations Are 
Catholic By CHOICE! 


You hear it said today that the 
Catholic Church seeks to entrench 
itself as the established religion of 
any and all nations.

Any fair-minded person who 
really does “look at Spain” and 
other predominantly Catholic 
countries finds that they embrace 
Catholicism as a matter of choice, 
not compulsion. 

People who take the trouble to 
“look” at the history of religious 
oppression are also often surprised 
at what they find. They discover 
that the religious persecutions — 
almost without exception—were 
actuated by political rather than 
religious purposes; and that the 
chief guilt for them should be laid 
at the door of the statesmen and 
ruling houses of the nations rather 
than the churches. 

This fact was emphasized in an 
address to the Congress of the 
United States on January 8, 1826, 
by the then distinguished Bishop 
of Charleston, John England, who 
said: “... religion has been more 
frequently but a pretext with 
statesmen for a political purpose 
than the cause of persecution from 
zeal on its own behalf,” 

The Catholic Church, being 
universal, must exist under vari- 
ous flags and different political 
systems. In Colombia, for example, 
where the people are overwhelm- 
ingly Catholic, one statesman

describes religion as “the funda- 
mental pillar of our culture.” The 
status of the Catholic Church in 
such a land would obviously be 
different than in the United 
States, where there are many faiths 
—all entitled to the same rights 
and privileges. 

In 1916 Cardinal Gibbons, dean 
of American bishops, said: “Sepa- 
ration of church and state in this 
country seems to Catholics the 
natural, the inevitable, the best 
conceivable plan, the one that 
would work best among us, both 
for the good of religion and of the 
state.” Speaking for the Bishops 
in 1948, the late. Archbishop 
McNicholas said U. S. Catholics 
would not seek union of church 
and state even if they constituted 
a majority.

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Can prayer make 
plants grow? 


Science is skeptical—but this minister vows it can

Some people call it sacrilege. “You're asking 
God to do tricks, like a performing dog, to 
satisfy your curidsity!” they tell the church- 
men and sciéntists who are making the 
strange laboratory tests of prayer. 

Other people are angry, or worried, be- 
cause these tests also seem to dabble in black 
magic. The researchers are trying to measure 
the power of not only prayers but curses (they 
call them “negative thoughts” or “prayers 
for non-growth” ), and claim to have evidence 
that such curse-thoughts can make living 
things wither and die. 


Sull others laugh. The idea that humar 
prayer can systematically influence plant:

believers in voodoo have sided with Baptists, 
Presbyterians and others in pointing to the 
experiments as proof of their own doctrines. 
When a California magazine published an 
article about the prayer laboratories, editors 
were staggered by bagfuls of favorable mail 
and thousands of requests for extra copies. 

The target of all these bricks and bouquets 
is a quiet office in Los Angeles — the head- 
quarters of the Religious Research Founda- 
tion, Inc. The man who runs the office has 
been the mainspring of the prayer experi- 
ments since they began five years ago: a hand- 
‘some, suave young minister, the Rev. Frank- 
lin Loehr. He holds a cum laude degree in 
chemistry from Monmouth College, and did 
undergraduate research in a chemical com- 
pany project before switching to the ministry 
and earning a Divinity degree from Mc- 
Cormick Presbyterian Seminary in Chicago. 

One of Rev. Loehr’s early pastorates was 
in Northampton, Mass. In 1948 he joined a 
study group of Massachusetts ministers 
which was quietly doing some independent 

research in the frontiers of religion. The field 
of prayer was surveyed; before active re- 
search was started, Rev. Loehr was called to 
be administrative staff minister of the First 
Congregational Church of Los Angeles. But 
he took his scientific interest in religion along 
, with him. 

Again, the field of prayer seemed suited 
to experimentation. And one day a member 
of the non-profit Religious Research Foun- 
dation — incorporated under Massachusetts 
law — went with shears in hand to his back- 
yard fence. There he carefully cut six slips 
of ivy, all as nearly alike as possible. He took 
two identical pots of earth, and planted three 
ivy slips in each. 


identical Conditions 


Prayers for growth -were offered for the 
ivy in one pot, several times daily, while 
“negative thoughts” were hurled at the other. 
Both pots got the same water and sunlight. 
The dirt in each was from the same scoopful. 
All six ivy slips were from the same parent 
plant. The pots were kept secure from any 
outside tampering, and pictures taken at in- 
tervals. 

All six took root and started to grow. At 
the end of the first week little or no difference 
was discernible. But then, while the prayed- 
for plants thrived, the others started to droop:

within five weeks they were dead. A filmstrip 
has been prepared on the RRF prayer-plan 
research, and the sequence of pictures shows 
this ivy experiment clearly. 

The experiment was repeated with varia- 
tions: different seeds, different prayers, dif- 
ferent people praying. Results were mixed. 
About one-sixth of the people got the oppo- 
site of what they prayed for: their prayer 
plants did not grow as much as the identical 
néutral planting for which no prayer was 
given. Another sixth seemed to pray futilely: 
all their plants grew at the same rate. A few 
got seemingly miraculous growth in one test, 
yet flopped dismally in the next. But two- 
thirds of the experimenters, after “hitting 
their stride,” could produce a 10, 20 or 30 


_ per cent greater growth in their prayer plants, 


and sometimes much more. 

As Director of Research for the Religious 
Research Foundation, Rev. Loehr kept a pair 
of plants on his desk, where visitors would 
see them. One plant usually was puny, the 
other luxuriant. When anyone remarked on 
this, Rev. Loehr seized the chance to explain 
his experiment, and urge the visitors to try 
it for themselves. 


Varying Success 
Some visitors did, and got nothing. Others 


were so pleased with results that they per-. 


suaded friends to try too. A Prayer Circle 
grew up with members from 10 different 
churches, and several from no church at all. 
They prayed (singly or in groups) over dual 
or triple growths of corn, wheat, lima beans 
and other plants. They took periodic photos 
and measurements. As the statjstics mounted, 
a fairly steady two-out-of-three showed posi- 
tive prayer results. 

Experimenters tried praying for only half 
a tray of seeds, or for alternate rows of seeds 
in the same plot. This seemed to be more 
difficult for many. A few, however, showed 
half a tray with sturdy sprouts while the other 
half drooped. 

Rev. Loehr had acquaintances all over the 
country. (He had been a wartime Air Force 
chaplain, and a 1948 chaplain for the Re- 
publican National Convention.) Now he be- 
gan asking widely scattered people to make 
their own experiments and report to him.

cent Peale took interest, quoted the work 
being done, and sent inquiriés and sugges- 
tions to the RRF. So many other persons got 
interested that Rev. Loehr made up Experi- 
mental Prayer Kits containing seeds, report 
forms and instructions. For the past two 
years he has sent these at cost ($1) to anyone 
who wants to make the tests and report the 
results. “By now it is established that many 
individuals can again and again produce a 
seeming miracle — they can make one plant 
outgrow another beside it, simply by praying 
for it,” Rev. Loehr says. 

However, one college of agriculture re- 
peated the experiments with several hundred 
seeds and got no results at all. Other agri- 
cultural researchers have looked at RRF re- 
ports, but so far no expert in this field is 
known to have endorsed them. Some seem 
inclined to laugh at the whole idea. 

Such laughter does not abash Rev. Loehr. 
It has definitely been demonstrated, he in- 
sists, that prayer can sometimes affect plant 
growth. Then he cheerfully admits that that is 
only a bare beginning, and that it may take 10 
years of careful research to learn the hows 
and whys. “Perhaps 10 years from now every

denomination will have a religious research 
laboratory. This may be the new frontier of 
missions. With that kind of research, we'd 
really begin to learn the inner workings of 
the laws and powers of prayer.” 

Does prayer require faith, before it will 
work? Are some _ prayer-experimenters 
doomed to failure before they ever begin, 
simply because of their lack of belief? “That 
may be,” he says. “We find evidence of it in 
some of the experiments. The scoffing of a 
husband seems to ruin a wife’s results, if she 
lets it bother her. One minister who got nega- 
tive results — the plants he ignored actually 
grew better than those he prayed for — later 
confessed he hadn't liked the idea of ‘putting 
God to a test,’ as he called it. Any skeptical 
or fearful emotion may affect results. The 
Bible, even as the scriptures of other re- 
ligions, emphasizes the importance of be- 
lieving: ‘What things soever ye desire, when 
ye pray, believe that ye receive them, and ye 
shall have them.’ ’ 

A few experimenters working alone have 
apparently gotten startling results. One Cali- 
fornian, Arthur J. Vail of Altadena, says that 
his sweet peas grew 8 feet high after he

prayed for them; in previous years his sweet 
peas in the same yard had never done well. 
Mrs. P. L. Allen of Los Angeles reported a 
kitchen garden with tomatoes growing to the 
ceiling; they had been spindly until the prayer 
treatment started. 

The research program has expanded in the 
last three years. In 1952 his church freed 
Rev. Loehr from all other work to give full 
time to prayer research. In 1953 the RRF 
opened an office and he became its full-time 
director. Prayer research in human problems 
and ailments has gone along with the prayer 
research with plants, and recently a camera 
company offered the use of $10,000 worth 
of equipment to photograph prayer experi- 
ments, and to film an “Answered Prayer” 
series from real life, using case histories from 
the RRF. Several philanthropists have fi- 
nanced the making of a filmstrip which, by a 
series of still pictures, explains some prayer 
tests and favorable results. 

In an “Operation Lazarus” an experienced 
group prayed hard to bring back a spark of 
life to dead seeds. It was a total failure, and 
has not been repeated. 

Other tests are being made on trays cov- 
ered by paper, so that experimenters have no 
idea from one week to the next how well 
their prayers are working. Failures and suc- 
cesses seem to turn up in about the same 
proportion as when the prayer workers can 
watch results. 


Long-Distance Prayers 


Another series of experiments seeks to 
measure the power of long-distance prayer, 
for plants far away. Again, results are mixed: 
some apparently better, some worse than 
close-range tests. 

Mrs. Gladys Lucas, one of the Prayer 
Circle members, recently experimented on 
silkworm eggs. The circle bombarded eggs in 
one box with prayers for growth; eggs in an- 
other, with prayers for non-growth. A third 
box got no prayers at all. The growth-prayer 
box hatched 73 live worms. The non-growth 
box outstripped it with 84, but the third box 
hatched only 45. After these worms grew to 
moths, their eggs were counted. The growth- 
prayer moths laid an average of 162 eggs 
each, while the non-growth and control 
groups laid only 124 and 129 respectively. 

Many kinds of prayer are tested. Some 
experimenters think prayer is a direct re- 
quest to God for His intervention. Others 
see it as tapping divine forces all around us, 
as if plugging in an electric current. Others 
just think loving thoughts about their plants, 
as gardeners with a “green thumb” always do. 
“Use the prayer methods you are accustomed 
to, plus any others you want to try,” the RRF 
instructions begin. 

Rev. Loehr finds that all types of prayer, 
if earnestly used, seem to stimulate growth — 
but not for everybody. “Sometimes a person 
has to change his way of praying before he 
gets results,” he stipulates. “And sometimes 
he has to change his way of life.” 


Now and then the most successful prayer D i : 
workers fail, even when repeating an experi- 
ment that seemed to work previously. The 
RRF cannot explain some of these failures. 
“Sometimes there seems to be no cause yet 
apparent,” Rev. Loehr admits. 

Critics say that the RRF tests are not valid 
scientifically. The scientist’s proof is by re- 
peated experiments that always bring about 
the same results; the RRF experiments, even 
under seemingly identical test conditions, 
show variable results. RRF adherents reply 
that this is no reason for disregarding the 
experiments. “Prayer seems to involve a 
human element — and that is difficult to 
standardize,” they point out.

WANTED: 


New comedians 


The hours aren't bad, the pay is terrific 


— but where are the men who can ‘take’ TV?

HOLLYWOOD. 
In the race to bring the American public 
what it wants in television entertainment, 
the big minds of the industry today are 
facing a frightening prospect: they're run- 
ning Out of comedians. 

The demand for top comic talent is, 
literally, insatiable. As one result, the big- 
name funnymen are probably the highest- 
paid group on earth. Martin and Lewis 
have an NBC contract that gives them 
$375,000 per show, four shows a year, for 
five years. Jackie Gleason’s annual income 
approaches $3 million. Red-Skelton gets 
$12,500 a week on his CBS show. Milton 
Berle’s deal with NBC guarantees him 
$200,000 annually for 30 years. Bob Hdbpe 
has taken in a million or better every year 
for a decade. Jack Benny has been a mil- 
lionaire for years. 

Despite these astronomical payoffs, 
however, the demand far exceeds the 
supply. TV uses up comedians faster than 
any other medium in history — witness 
what has happened to, among others, Alan 
Young, Red Buttons, Joan Davis, Wally 
Cox and Imogene Coca — and a basic 
problem remains: there just aren't enough 
good comedians to satisfy video's needs. 


In fact, in a nation of 160,000,000-plus 
persons, most of them good-natured and 
humor-loving, we have fewer than 30 first- 
rate comics. 

Why? 

One source of information is the comics 
themselves, all of whom are well aware 
of the problem. Recently PARADE got opin- 
ions from several of them, presented here 
for the first time. 

Jerry Lewis, for example, attributes 
the shortage to divine selection. 


“BR God-given Talent’ 


“In the whole world,” Lewis maintains, 
“there are only a handful of great clowns. 
What these guys got is a God-given talent. 
I don’t wanna sound holy, nothing like 
that, but God gave me the talent to make 
people laugh. Why He picked me — this 
I’m never gonna find out. But ever since 
I was a kid I could walk into a room and 
make people howl. I just got the talent. 
So’s Red Skelton. So’s Milton Berle. So’s 
maybe a handful or so of others. But that’s 
all. 

“Now I'm not talking about comedians, 
Stand-up comedians. Take pretty nearly 
any schmo, even yourself, and you can

make him a comedian. All you need is 
good writers, good material, someone to 
teach you how to read the lines. You'll 
get laughs if the jokes are funny. But that 
doesn't make you a clown. Only God can 
do that. When He does, then you gotta use 
what He gave you, you gotta make sick 
kids’ smile, you gotta play benefits; stuff 
like that. 

“Matter of fact, if you’re a clown you 
can’t control yourself. You're ‘on’ almost 
all the time. Something inside drives you 
to make people laugh. A spontaneous out- 
burst.” 

Here’s an example of such an outburst. 
Flying to Los Angeles from Phoenix, Ariz., 
where he and Dean Martin recently fin- 


, ished the film Pardners, Lewis boarded the 


plane and quietly took his seat. At takeoff 
time, he suddenly jumped to his feet and 
began loping up and down the aisle. “I 
suppose,” he addressed the startled pas- 
sengers, “you're wondering why I asked 
you here this evening . . . This aircraft will 
fly at an altitude of 30 feet. Those of you 
who have no insurance will jump first .. . 
Your hostess for this trip will be Lady 
Esther. She floats.” In a matter of seconds 
he had the plane rocking with laughter. 

“The thing you gotta remember about . 
clowns and comedians,” Jerry emphasizes, 
“is that clowns are born and comedians 
are made.” 

Dean Martin, who in private life fre- 
quently is funnier than his partner, dis- 
agrees. 

“Any fella says comedians are made,” 
Martin offers, “is nuts. All good comedians 
are born with a funny bone, a sense of 
timin’. Timin’ is really the whole thing. 
You take a joke, let 10 people tell it. Nine 
of ‘em will louse it up. The 10th fella, 
he'll tell it exactly right. He'll get the audi- 
ence to explode. 

“You take a fella like that and develop 
him. Then you got a comedian. The thing, 
of course, is to find such fellas.” 

Where they can be found? That’s the 
question TV wants answered. 

Jackie Gleason's answer is, “They can 
be found where they'll always be found, 


the question of who'll shoot first, find one being squeezed out by the other two, 
wrestle some more, finally reach a “solution” when Skelton grabs all three clubs. 


outside the candy store or behind the hard- 
ware counter. Everywhere and anywhere.” 

Adds Red Skelton, “Every town in 
America has its village halfwit or its town 
comedian. There’s usually one guy who's 
at home in front of a microphone or who 
tells jokes in the barber shop. Ask around 
at any club, the Lions, the Rotarians. 
They'll give you the name of one or two 
guys who are always funny. Some of these 
guys have the funny spark. It’s God-given. 


that’s what it is, God-given. Never more 
than 35 really have it. These 35 can be- 
come great. The rest can become fair. Only 
they've got to have a chance to develop, 
and they can’t develop on TV.” 

Why can’t they? 

“Because,” George Burns explains. 
“there's no place on television to be bad. 
If a young comic is bad he’s out before 
he gets started.” 

“Years ago,” Jack Benny adds, “a new 


comic could break in on certain spots — 
vaudeville, burlesque, stage shows of one 
sort or another. Of course, you either had 
to improve or get out. Nonetheless there 
was time for grooming and for polishing 
material. Today TV is the showcase for 
most budding comedians and we're very 
much in danger of killing off genuinely 
talented comics by exposing them to vast 
audiences before they've been properly 
seasoned before small ones.” 

A case in point ts the new NBC-TV 
Comedy Hour (Sunday nights) which 
made its debut last month in an effort to 
compete with the Ed Sullivan show on 
CBS. The newcomer offered not one but 
eight funnymen, none of top rank. The 
resultant “showcase for overlooked come- 
dians” proved dull, tiresome, boring — 
to pick three typical adjectives some of the 
critics applied to it. Whatever the pro- 
gram’s future, the whole concept of pre- 
senting that many comedians in one hour 
is fraught with danger. There aren’t that 
many good comedians around. 

And NBC knows it. In fact, Fred Wile, 
its vice-president in charge of West Coast 
programing, has begun a far-sighted com- 
edy-development plan. On KRCA, the 
NBC-TV station in Hollywood, four eve- 
ning half-hours have been set aside each 
week for “the exclusive purpose of giving 


exposure to new concepts in comedy in 
terms of personalities, writers and ideas.” 

The show is called KRCA Kapers, “and 
if it turns up only one new comedy star 
or comedy writer,” says Wile, “it will 
have achieved its purpose. After all, com- 
edy is the most desirable and rewarding 
form of entertainment on TV, and we ve 
got to have same place where young come- 
dians and young comedy writers can get 
seasoning. Night clubs and the summer 
hotels in the Catskill Mountains — the 
so-called Borscht Circuit —are almost 
the only training spots left. Now we're try- 
ing to use local TV outlets 


The Right Combination 


“We believe that, given the right show- 
case and good writers, comics can be de- 
veloped into stars. Jackie Gleason. George 
Gobel, Phil Silvers were around for years 
until the right combination of format 
and writers happened along. 

“What we're anxiously looking for are 
comics and comedy writers who can be 
teamed into the big-time.” Most recent 
example of such pairing is George Gobel 
and Hal Kanter. Two years ago Gobel was 
earning $500 to $1,000 a week in night 
clubs. This year, with Kanter behind him. 
Gobel will gross more than $2,000,000

NORTH CONWAY, N. H. 
“If you're a skier, it’s almost certain you'll 
break a leg sooner or later,” says Herman 
Ostermaier, who’s snapped his share of 
bones during a 35-year career as a ski 
instructor here. But when the time comes 
to break that bone, add Herman and many 
other New England sportsmen, you 
couldn't pick a better spot than on Cran- 
more Mountain and other nearby peaks. 
Reason: The injured are quickly bundled 
off to Memorial Hospital here — probably 
the best in the world for mending the shat- 
tered bones of skiers. 
Most of Memorial’s patient’s receive

treatment at the hospital within 30 min- 
utes after being injured. They're usually 
spotted by one of the 30-odd patrolmen 
on each mountain; the patrolman halloos 
for help on an intercom system, then 
races to the victim. If it’s a leg injury, he 
puts on a temporary splint. Minutes later, 
other patrolmen arrive with a toboggan 
on which the victim is gently taken down 
the mountain’s steep slopes. (If the tobog- 
gan can’t make it, the ski lift is used.) 
Waiting at the bottom is an ambulance 
to dash the mile and a half to Memorial. 
A low, rambling building, it was originally 
built with just 12 beds, barely enough to 
handle the few lumberjack accidents and 
illnesses that occurred in this small town.

When the ski boom of the ’30s turned little 
North Conway into a flourishing winter 
resort, however, the hospital was hope- 
lessly overwhelmed. 

By 1937 a new wing had been built to 
handle the extra business. During most of 
the year it’s staffed by three nurses and 
two technicians. But from Christmas to 
April — the season for skiing — the hos- 
pital has to rush in two more nurses and 
another technician. 

They’re all kept bustling. Each season 
about 200 citizens are carried into the 
hospital with broken legs. Busiest day of 
the wing’s history was just four years ago 
— February 22, 1952 — when 53 banged- 
up skiers were hauled in, 18 of them with 


broken bones. At one point, recalls a nurse, 


more than 25 patients were waiting to get 
into the X-ray lab. 

That's the first stop for most arrivals. 
The X rays, however, usually only con- 
firm a break the doctors already suspect, 
since ski fractures are relatively easy to 
diagnose. (They're mostly in the same 
place, the lower leg, because nearly all ski 
injuries are caused the same way: the ski 
goes in one direction and the leg in an- 
other. Something has to give and it’s rarely 
the ski.) If the X rays do show a fracture, 
the leg is put in a special cast devised by 
Memorial and the patient rolled off to 
one of the hospital’s 60 beds. 

In most cases he’s able to walk on 
crutches 24 hours later, is fit to be released 
in a few days. Reason for the quick rise 
from bed is Memorial's cast; unlike the 
conventional solid cast, it’s open along 
the sides, allowing more freedom to walk. 

The cast, however, must stay on for at 
least several weeks, thus keeping the skier 
off the slopes. For most, this wait is pure 
agony. “Someday,” says one of the nurses 
wryly, “somebody will invent a cast with 
the bottom shaped like a ski; then all of 
these skiing nuts can go straight from the 
hospital to the slopes — and right back 
to the hospital again!” «

For Her Second Overseas 
Tour, Elizabeth Il Chooses 
Britain's Largest Remaining 
Protectorate and Colony 


OR THE SECOND overseas 
F tour of her reign Queen 
Elizabeth Il went to Brit- 
ain's largest remaining protec- 
torate and colony, Nigeria, on 
Africa's west coast. In this 
picture Chief Oba Adeniji- 
Adele II is presented to the 
Queen. At her right is Sir 
James Robertson, the governor- 
general of Nigeria. 

The Queen spent Roney 
three weeks traveling throug 
the land, bigger than Texas 
and Oklahoma combined. Her 
route started from the steamy 
coast, where the temperature 
averages over 80 degrees year 
around and annual rainfall va- 
ries between 80 and 120 inches. 
She then went inland to the 
arid plateau region in the 
north and, finally, back again 
to the tropical shore. It was 
the first visit by a reigning Brit- 
ish monarch, and thousands of 
Nigeria’s 32,000,000 inhabitants 
turned out to see the 29-year- 
old Queen. 

Almost exclusively of Ne- 

o or Negro-Arab stocks, Ni- 
erians belong to many differ- 
ent tribes; about 60 languages 
and dialects are spoken. Most 
of the people live in small 
villages, working as peasant 
farmers, with peanuts, palm 
oil, cocoa and rubber their 
principal products. 

Anxious to see how Nige- 
rians go about their daily lives, 
the Queen strove for simplicity 
during the tour. The few at- 
tendants accompanying her 
from London remained unob- 
trusively in the background. 
But many colorful ceremonies 
in her honor were — by 
the proud Nigerians, dressed 
in their best holiday garb. 
This attire varied from scant 
jungle cloths to ornate flowing 
robes, inspired by the Arabs 
who long have dominated the 
plateau section. 

British sovereigns, con- 
scious of their role as a chief 
abiding link between the di- 
verse groups within the Com- 
monwealth, traditionally have 
made tours to see and be seen 
by their peoples. The Queen's 
visit to Nigeria was in con-

VERY FEW DAYS a huge trans-Atlantic plane taxis to a stop 

at New York's International Airport and 70 to, 80 passengers 

disembark. They are all immigrants. Clutching their pass- 
ports and packets of entry papers, they head for the processing 
sections set up by the United States Public Health, Immigration and 
Customs services. Soon, six to a dozen people—airline steward- 
esses, church volunteers, co-operating social welfare agency work- 
ers—cluster about them, act as translators, tell them where to go, 
what to do. In less than two hours the entire plane load has been 
cleared and everyone is on his way to his final destination. 

The entire scene is in marked contrast to those at Ellis Island 
during the great influx of the early 1900s, when vessels that had 
taken two to three weeks to cross the ocean arrived with their steer- 
ages bursting with immigrants. But the contrast is not only in the 
speed, streamlining and dignity of today’s operation; it is also in 
the fact that the immigrants arriving now are part of a large inter- 
national program of carefully planned migration. 

The program involves one of the largest moving jobs in the 
world, that of redistributing several hundred thousand people. Re- 
sponsible for the planning is a relatively small but efficient organ- 
ization called. the Intergovernmental Committee for European Mi- 
gration. Problem of the ICEM is to move people from where they 
are not needed and cannot function to where they are needed and 
can function. It is all part of the shattering and still unsolved 
problem of the millions of Europeans who were displaced by force 
or dislocated by economics as a result of World War II. 


Several European ne eg Greece, The Netherlands, 
West Germany—have populations too large to be adequately sup- 
ported by their current economies. But in Australia, Canada, Latin 
America and Africa, there is need for more people. By interna- 
tionally planned migration, involving careful selection and place- 
ment, the’ problems of the over- as well as under- populated re- 
gions can be alleviated. 

In Italy, some 2,000,000 workers—about 11 per cent of the 
labor force—are unemployed, and about another 2,000,000 are en- 
gaged in only part-time work. With the economy so strained, the 
Italian government is encouraging emigration, and about 160,000 
a year are leaving for homes and jobs in other countries. In 
Greece, one-fourth of the 4,000,000 labor force is unemployed or 
has but a few days of work a month. The birth rate is high, the 
land is poor and there is little capital for industrial expansion. For 
the Greek government the answer is also emigration, and 10,000 
to 20,000 are leaving each year. 

The Netherlands has the most densely populated land area in 
Europe, packing more than 10,500,000 people within 12,868 square 
miles. Its high birth and low mortality rates swell its population

by some 135,000 annually. The Dutch government is encouraging 
emigration to the extent of about 40,000 persons a year. 

West Germany has a different problem. Its booming indus- 
trialization is utilizing a large percentage of its population—only 
about 6 per cent of its 16,000,000 labor force is unemployed. How- 
ever, it does have the dilemma of an unbalanced population—an 
excess of 3,000,000 women over men, a high percentage of elderly 
people, a large number of foreign refugees. 

In other parts of the world, people are needed. Australia has 
the welcome mat out for 100,000 immigrants a year, encourages 
families and business men as well as farmers and both skilled and 
unskilled laborers. Canada would like to attract about 175,000 im- 
migrants a year—farmers, miners, foresters, domestics. Argentina, 
Brazil, Venezuela and Chile need factory workers, building trades- 
men, families to settle the land. 


Normal migration was insufficient and too haphazard to solve 
the two-edged dilemma. The ICEM was created in December, 
1951, at the request of the United States. Twenty-six governments 
are members, all sharing in its support, with the United States con- 
tributing about a fourth of the $46,000,000 annual budget. The 
ICEM is composed of a policymaking council in which all member 
governments are represented. There is a nine-nation executive com- 
mittee. Administrative headquarters are in Geneva, Switzerland. 

The ICEM has field missions in Argentina, Australia, Brazil, 
Chile, Colombia, Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland, Greece, 
Hong Kong, Italy, Paraguay, United States, Uruguay, Venezuela 
and West Germany. It searches out immigration opportunities, 
aids in preselecting candidates for particular immigration schemes, 
helps in arranging medical examinations and assembling passport 
and visa documents. To facilitate social integration, it provides 
orientation, vocational and language training for many migrants, 
and in the receiving country it offers reception and job- placement 
services. 

One of its most important functions has been arranging the 
transportation for many hundreds of thousands of immigrants. It 
has under charter the former troop transport General William Lang- 
fitt, carrying 1200 passengers. It also charters planes, submitting 
bids to all the airlines. In addition, it arranges for passages on reg- 
ular commercial ships and planes. 

It costs about $200 on an average to bring an adult over from 
Europe to the United States. Although he is not obligated to do 
so, a migrant is expected to repay the cost of his overseas trans- 
portation when he has become self-supporting. Since it began 
operation in February, 1952, the ICEM has assisted some 415,000 


migrants in leaving Europe. Of this number, about 74,000 came to 
the United States to make neW homes. 


As a public health inspector waits, 18 - year-old Konstandina Hara- 
lambou nervously searches her packet for the needed entry forms. 
She is going to live with an uncle in Ogden, Utah. Button on her left 
lapel signifies Church World Service, one of the principal volunteer 
agencies assisting the ICEM in its planned immigration program.

Normal! immigration to this country from Greece is 308 
a year. Refugee Relief Act, however, increased the ad- 
missible number to 17,000 over three-year period end- 
ing next December. Virtually all ICEM-assisted immi- 
grants that come to the United States plan to stay. 
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The happiness evidenced by some of the new arrivals is con- 
trasted in 4-year-old Luciano, an Italian orphan. An airline 
stewardess (kneeling) and a service worker (holding his suit- 
case) try to help his spirits.

DIOGENES WITH A CAMERA 


Studies of Man and His World in Museum of Modern Art Show 


IOGENES OF ANCIENT GREECE probed for truth through words and 
with words. An equivalent pursuit, some 23 centuries later, is the 
photographer's study of the complex nature of man and of his ever- 
changing habitat. Each year, the Museum of Modern Art in New York 
displays the findings of those who seek truth through the penetrating power 
of a lens, and calls these exhibitions “Diogenes With a Camera.” 
The current Diogenes” show at the museum is the third. It comprises 
selections from the works of four documentary photographers who have, 
each for more than 25 years, made pictures of people and their various 
worlds.

The answer will come from a closely controlled experiment in which 
three subjects are being taught to 900 pupils over KETC, the educational 
television station. The progress of these 900 will be compared with that of 
900 other children taking the same courses from classroom teachers. 

The two groups are comparable in intelligence, as well as home back- 
ground. Subjects in the experiment are general science and English com- 
position for beginning high school freshmen and spelling for second grad- 
ers. The freshmen attend the TV sessions in groups of 150. Second 
graders assemble in groups of about 100. Each group has a supervising 
teacher and a college-trained assistant to the supervisor. 

Financing the experiment is a $95,000 grant from the Fund for the Ad- 
vancement of Education. Fund officials see in televised instruction of 
large groups a possible way to meet the growing teacher shortage, which 
they are convinced will become acute in the next five to 10 years. Some- 
what different motives, however, prompted St. Louis school administrators 
to try for the answer to the $95,000 question. 

“While we will be guided by the outcome of the experiment, we feel 
that this type of television teaching may offer an opportunity for bettering 
the whole pattern of public education—education within the financial lim- 
itations that can reasonably be expected in a tax- supported school sys- 
tem,” Superintendent of Instruction Philip J. Hickey says. 

His reasoning is that a broad group of pupils may fare better, on the 
average, receiving instruction in certain subjects over TV from especially 
competent teachers than if the subjects were presented in small class- 
rooms by instructors of varying skills. Regular teachers then could devote 
more time to such things as working with those who need special attention 
and conferring with parents. 

Along with these possible advantages, however, there is one obvious 
and major drawback. An important—probably immeasurable—compo- 
nent of teaching is the direct, give-and- take exchange between pupil and 
instructor.

ITH ELIMINATION of the last bottleneck in 
W the St. Lawrence Seaway, large ocean ves- 

sels will be able to enter the Great Lakes. 
Work is progressing on removal of the obstacle— 
the twisting, shallow, 120-mile-stretch of the St. 
Lawrence River west of Montreal. The channel is 
being straightened and deepened, and two canals 
—one eight miles long, the other three—are being 
dug to bypass particularly dangerous reaches. A 
system of dams is being constructed at International 
Rapids to harness the rushing waters for power. 

With completion of this project, the long- 
dreamed-of 2200-mile St. Lawrence Seaway will 
be a reality. By 1958, trans-Atlantic ships up to 
30,000 tons will be able to reach Great Lakes ports 
deep in the Midwest. 

The 27-foot deep-water channel linking the 
Atlantic and the Great Lakes had been discussed 
by Canada and the United States since before 1900. 
In 1954, the United States agreed, after years of 
congressional bickering, to participate in the sea- 
way project.

Serbian Sarma, a Cabbage Meat Roll 


Uncooked rice is added to combined meats along 
with the grated onion, salt, pepper and paprika. 


By MERNA LAZIER 


CHARACTERISTIC DISH of the Serbians is a meat roll 
A called Sarma. It has a unique and intriguing flavor, 

and consists of ground beef and veal combined with 
rice and seasonings, then rolled in cabbage leaves and 
cooked long and slowly. Mrs. James P. Broadwell of 
Ladue, a Serbian by descent, makes these traditional meat 
rolls, and cooks them nested in sauerkraut with a roll of 
ham on top, according to a family recipe. 

Mrs. Broadwell cuts out the core of a head of cabbage, 
then immerses it in boiling salted water for a few minutes. 
Leaves are separated, and a sharp knife is used to cut a 
slice off the thick center ridge of each leaf so it will all be 
of uniform thickness. This will make the leaf more pliable 
for rolling around the filling. Combined beef and veal are 
mixed with rice, grated onion, salt, pepper and paprika. A 
generous spoonful is placed on each leaf, leaving ample 
leaf for rolling. Bottom of leaf is folded up over filling, 


then sides of leaf are rolled around it, and the loose top . 


end is punched in center with the finger. Rolls are then 
placed in heavy pot over a layer of kraut, and they are 
covered with rest of kraut. Any scraps of cabbage, includ- 
ing the core, may be mixed with the kraut. Ham is placed 
on top, water added, pot covered, and it is cooked for about 
two and one-half hours. Liquid is thickened and stirred 
back into the kraut. 

When ready to serve, meat rolls are arranged around 
a mound of kraut with tiny mashed potato balls dipped in 
paprika outlining edge of platter. Ham is served cut in 
thick slices. A bowl of sour cream dressing, to be spooned 
over both ham and meat rolls, is served on the side. A 
green salad and rye bread are good accompaniments. 

INGREDIENTS: One pound each of ground beef and 
veal, one-half cup uncooked rice, one onion grated, two 
teaspoons salt, one teaspoon paprika, one - half teaspoon 
pepper, one large head cabbage, No. 2% size can kraut 
(more if desired), one and one-half pound size ham roll, 
four cups water. One-half cup flour, one - half teaspoon 
each of paprika, salt and pepper for thickening the liquid. 
Sour cream dressing. Mashed potatoes for balls. 
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Meat rolls are placed around a mound of 
with hot mashed potato balls edging the platter. 


A large spoonful of meat mixture is placed on each 
e leaf. Bottom is folded over, then leaf is rolled 
around meat, poking top of leaf into center to seal.
